MASSACHUSETTS. 
REPUBLICAN STATE CONVENTION. 
Fnecial Pispatch to The Tribune. 

WorcesTER, Mass., Sept. 16.—The Massachu- 
setts Republicans have elected to go into the 
fall campaign headed by Long and Weston. 
Both the Long and Pierce men were making ex- 
travagant claims up to a late hour this morning, 
but the informal ballot showed that Long 
had 669, Pierce 505, and  Atty.-Gen. 
Devens 1. The Convention was harmonious 
throughout; the routine business was quickly 
dispatched. Ex-Gov. Bullock’s speech was de- 
livered, and an informa! ballot taken before the 
dinner recess. On reassembling the result was 
announced with 163 majority over ail. The 
Long men were very moderate in ap- 
plause, and no great excitement hailed the 
announcement of his victory. Ex-Speaker 
Harvey Jewell, a leading Pierce man, moved to 
make the nomination of Mr. Long unanimous 
by acclamation, and the motion was in- 
stantly carried. One feature of the can- 
vass has deen that little personality 
bas been excited. Pierce's friends will 
support Long cordially, Sand both wil! do their 
best to roll up a heavy majority agaist Butler. 
The country towns have been strong for Long, 
and they hape carried the dav against the 
cities, the latter being stronly for Pierce. A 
feature of Lone’s canvass is the devotion of 
the large number of his personal friends, 
and they will now go towork vigorously to 
prove the trath of their argument that he was 
as strong a man as Pierce. Altogether the Con- 
vention was as quiet and expeditious as if there 
had been vo such excited friendly contest for 
the first place. 

BUTLER’S FRIENDS NOW SAY 

that they could not have beaten Pierce and 
Long, but assert that they ‘can outvote 
Lote and Weston. What other bluffing they 
will try will be seen later. Capt. Weston, the 
nominee for Lieutenaut-Governor, though a re- 
cent man in politics, has served in the 
Senate, and has an excellent War record 
order Gen. Butler. He was a Berkshire County 
man, and has much strength in the Western 
part of the State. The speeches of ex-Gov. 
Bullock and Senator Hoar were able and posi- 
tive in support of the Hayes Admuinistration,and 
at the same time were strong in condemnation 
of the murderous policy of the South. The ut- 
most good will was expressed by Senator Hoar 
toward the South, and cordial offers of help 
proffered in the establishmeut of railroads, fac- 
tories, academies, and whatever will increase 
Southern materia! prosperity. 

In the resolutions there was little that was 
crisp or snappy, but they were more liberal 
than would have been expected from the ele- 
ments of the Committee. Support is cordially 


given to the Hayes Administration; the 
mob law of the South is condemned; 
the Federal supreme law is defended 


and financial policy of the Republican party is 
warmly approved. In State matters there is 
favorable mention of the project to have bien- 
nial elections, and double taxation of property 
is mentioned as one of the evils to be abolished.

THE PROCEEDINGS.

THE RIVAL FACTIONS. 
BUTLER TO BE INDORSED BY THE DEMOCRATS. 
Soecial Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Worcester, Mass., Sept. 16.—Delegates to 
the Convention of the Butler wing of the Demo- 
cratic party are taking the places of the Repub- 
licans who were here to-day. Butler is to be 
their candidate, of course, so there is little 
of interest about the candidates. The 
chief attraction will be about the attempt 
to secure a standing in the Democratic National 
Convention next year. Butler will not be 
nominated as a Democrat; but, being a candi- 
date already in the field, he will be simply in 
dorsed as the fittest man to “remedy the 
abuses of the times“ The other officers 
on the State titket will de put 
up as pure Democrats to strengthen their 
cause. They will choose, to-morrow, four dele- 
gates from the State at large, with alternates, 
to the National Convention. These will be men 
not likely to be chosen by the Faneuil Hall 
wing, and all will be done that is pos 
sible to show that they are the real 
Massachusetts | Democracy. Butler will 
be presented to to-morrow’s Convention 
in a resolution; the others by nomination. Over 
2. 800 delegates are entitled to attend, and 2,000 
are expected. The Hon. John K. Tarbox will 
preside, and the ratification will be as noisy a 
demonstration as possible. Thursday’s ratifica- 
tion of Butler’s Independent nomination will be 
managed by ex-Republicans, so far as they can 
be found, and the Butler “ boom “ will be fair 
ly started this week. 


OHIO. 
THURMAN’S BOOM. 
Special Dispatch to 1% Tribune 
Cotumsvs, O., Sept. 16.—That Senator Thur- 
mano is working for his own instead of the suc- 
cess of Gen. Ewing, becomes more apparent 
each day. It is learned to-night that in all the 
close counties large committees have been form- 
ed to look after the success of legislative candi- 
d es. These Committees have in every instance 
veen organized either under the personal super- 
vision of John G. Thompson or his immediate 
lieutenants, and act independently of the reg- 
ular Democratic County Committees, who com- 
municate with the Democratic State Commit- 
tees, while the special working in the 
interest of Thurman receive all  instruc- 
tions and finavcial aid direct from the 
Thurman-Thompson Bureau. The son of Sen- 
ator Thurman is engaged in the interest of his 
father in impressing upon the candidates for 
legislative honors that their election depends 
upon the aid they will receive from the Bureau. 
It is a most remarkable state of affairs when it 
becomes necessary for a United States Senator 
to give hie personal attention to county officers ; 
but the present disorganized condition of the 
party in this county has rendered it necessary 
for the Senator to use his personal efforts in be- 
halfof the Democratic candidates, and, under 
the direction of Thompson, a working com- 
mittee of 100 are acting independent of the 
regular County Committee, and 
IN THE INTEREST OF THURMAN. 
While it is denied by Thompson that he is work- 
ing in the interest of Thurman against Ewing, 
enough is known to justify the statement that 
Thompson will not hesitate to trade Ewing 
votes for legislative ones and give odds. A 
meeting of Thurman, Ewing, Rice and others, 
for the purpose of consultation, developed the 
fact that much dissatisfaction existed in the 
close counties on account of the lack of speak- 
ers and aid which was being received from the 
State Committee. It is apparent that Gen. 
Ewing’s Chairman gives voor satisfaction, and a 
strong pressure is being brought on Thompson 
to help the Committee out of their present 
trouble. 
DANGER OF OVERCONFIDENCE. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Triduna. 
CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 16.—There can be little 
doubt but the Republicans are trusting rather 
too much, in this State, to the reputed quarrels 
and dissensions in the Democratic ranks. It 
may be taken as a general rule, with very few 
exceptions, that the average Democrat will, 
when the day of election comes, be found cast- 
ing his ballot straight. He pays very little at- 
tention to the fact that Thurman and Ewing are 
rivals. He probably does not know, and cer- 
tainly does not care, that Frank KcKinoney, and 
not John G. Thompson, is managing the party- 
machine. All he looks at is the heading of his 
ticket; and, if he cannot read this, he gets some 
one n whom he has implicit confidence to do so 
for him. if this reads, “Straight Democratic 
Ticket,” it goes into the box without a question. 
But this is not the principal reason why there 
is danger here in depending too much upon the 
evident quarrel of Ewing with the stalwart 
leaders of his party. This quarrel will, without 
any particular question, lose the Governorsbip 
to the party; and probably the entire Repub- 
lican State ticket, with Foster at its head, will 


be elected. The danger is in the fact that many | 


Republican journals have magnified this quar- 
rel, and hold that their party is to be victorious 
anyway, and the Democrats are going to let 
things go by default. It is a fact that the Dem- 
ocrats have not been making nearly so many 
speeches or holding nearly so many mass-meet- 
ings as their opponents. They hare avoided 
answering the general and telling points which 
may be made against the party that has always 
s¥mpathized with Southern bulldozers and 
Northern repudiators. But, while this is so, it 
should not be concluded that the party now in 
power in the State is resigning the offices and 
patronage withont a straggie to retain them. 
Such a conclusion would simply display either 
the childisbness or simplicity of the person 
drawing it. 

As clearly stated in the editorial columns of 
THe Trisune last Friday, there are two prizes 
to be won m the atruggie this fall: the one, the 
Governorship: the other, the Senetorshiv. It 
was discovered some days since that Thurman, 
Hurd. Ward, et al., with John G. Thompson as 
chief fugleman end manager. had combined to 
defeat their chief enemy, the Soft-Money leader, 
Ewing. They considered it à desirable and 
wholesome rebuke to be inflicted upon the Soft- 
Money element of the party and Ewing’s over- 
weening ambition. Ther began laying their 
plans with such detail and accuracy that Ewing 
became alarmed, and his most enthusiastic ad- 
berents believed his cause hoveless. No sooner 
was the discovery of this conspiracy made than 
Ewing, with his usual shrewaness, decided to 
take his enemies on their own ground. He had 
never cared much for the Governorship as such. 
A seat in Congress to a bankrupt politician 
offers many more attractions for replenishing 
his collapsed exchequer. The salary is much 
larger, and the chances for paying jobs, such as 
the Democratic politician delights in, are much 
greater. There can be little doubt that Ewing 
desired the Governorship simply as a stepping- 
atone to something higher. If the bicher prize 
was to be quietly appropriated by his enemies, 
and the steoping-stone itself is to be taken 
from under his feet by the very nature of things, 
he would have made the race in vain. 

The struggle now being made bv the united 
Democracy is to carry the Legislature at all 
hazards. The strongly Republican counties are 
receiving almost no attention. It is almost im- 
possible to ascertain that there is any contest in 
such places. Even here, in Cuyahoga County, 
although a great effort has been made to obtain 
respectable candidates for the two Houses, 
there is but littie show of ficht. Gen. 
Dodge, a Euclid-avenue aristocrat of the 
Henry B. Payne style, has been trotted 
out by the Democrats for the Senatorship, in 
the hope that he will unhead a barrel or so of 
cash to help along. He accepted, witb great re- 
luctance, and after repeated protestations to the 
contrary. The work that is being put in by the 
Democrats to the best effect is that in counties 
that have been Democratic or are closely Re- 
publican. Here the money of the Tilden-Ewing 
cabal is being invested on the one side, and the 
vigorous work of John G. Thompson. backed 
by the money of the Thurman-Ward-Hurd ele- 
ment, on the other. There is a small indication 
of astruggle between the elements, but the 
work is in the same direction, after all. 

The importance of the United States Senator- 
ship in this State is fully appreciated bv both 
parties. If the Legislature-retains its present 
complexion, a Democrat will be elected. In 
order that the Republicans may send a 
‘member of their party to fill the seat 
now occupied by Senator Thurman. it 
will be necessary for them to carry a large num- 
ber of close counties. The fact that large ma- 
jorities may be obtained for the general ticket 
in Cuvahoga and other Western-Reserve coun- 
ties, will do nothing towards making the Legis- 
lature of the proper ¢ompiexion. If the Repub- 
licans do not expend the proper effort in the 
close cofiuties, and get down to,the minutest de- 
tails in working up affairs, the peculiarly dil 
gent efforts of the Democracy will be likely to 
carry the day. Mr. Foster can only be expected 
to look after his own affairs. This he is doing 
better than any other cindidate who has run on 
either side in the State since 1840. He naturally 
exerts himself in such localities as will 
gain the largest number of votes for the general 
ticket, and is obliged to leave small local issues 
very largely to the iocal managers. 

By what been said, the impression is not 
by any means intended to be conveved that 
affairs in the State have assumed a particularly 
alarming shape of late. I would simply correct 
the idea that the Republicans are to have a walk- 
over in the State, and call attention to the des- 
perate struggle that the Democracy are making 
to retain the Senatorship by electing the Legis- 
lature. The effect that Ohio will naturally 
exert upon other States this fall, and upon the 
Presidential struggle of next vear, will be 
achieved by the election of Foster, which is al- 
ready a foregone conclusion. But the real value 
of the contest, outside of this, lies in the effect 
upon National legislation that comes through 
the Senatorship. 

Ewing is in hope that, if the Legislature shail 
show the right complexion, he may obtain the 


prize of the Senatorsbip. and defeat his ancient : 


enemy, Senator Thurman, after all. John G. 
Thompson is very confident that he can control 
the Legislature for his favorit, in case it has the 
requisite number of Democratic votes. 

Durbin Ward makes a great claim upon his 
party by asserting that he has always been 
‘* straight,’’ and never indulzed in any Soft- 
Money foolishness. He asserts that he has for 
many vears been standing aside to let less de- 
serving men take off the honors, and now the 
time has come when be should have his due. 
He is said to be laying his ropes with the most 
diligent care, and is making a good deal of a 
show in certain central and southern counties, 
where he is a favorit. 

Hurd, and bis ancient enemy, Gen. Steed- 
man. of Toledo, will come in with a degree of 
support sufficient to defeat each other. 

I have conversed, with several of the most 
discerning of the Ohio Republicans, and they 
express themselves g by no means confident 
that their party will carry the Legislature. 
They believe that it ail depend« upon the activ- 
ity that is displayed during the next few weeks.

Cotumsvs, O., Sept. 16.—It needs no second 
glance to discoyer the fact that wide-spread 
alarm has taken possession of the Democratic 
leaders in this State, and that every effort is 
now being put forth with a view to recover 
lost ground.

Lukewarmness and a lack of interest 
in the success of the ticket have, or had up to 
ten days since, been the only real feature of the 
Democratic campai¢n, unless it were the dis- 
sensions which existed between the bummer 
class and the older and wiser men of the party. 
But, since the failure of Mr. Thurman, at his 
own home, to hold en audience of over 500 to 
listen to bis keynote, activity has taken the 
place ot former languor, and Jonn G. 
Thompson was forced by the logic of events 
to again go to work, with a view of 
saving the Legislature, if possible, from 
‘he general wreck which now threatens 
to completely demolish the Democracy in this 
State. It may be considered that Ewing is en- 
tirely out of the race, so far as being elected 
Governor is concerned.

It was greatly feared, at the opening of the 
campaign, that the more emphatic Stalwarts 
would give the Republican cindidate but luke- 
warm support; but the utspoken utterances 
of Mr. Foster at once united all factions, and 
on the stump to-day are men like Beatty and 
Furay, who have done the best service. 
The killing of Dixon in Mississippi has 
had the effect of again reviving the war- 
feeling, and no one in Odio can 
handle Southern lawlesness with better 
effect than Gen. Beatty. Until the Yazoo plan 
was inaugurated, the attention of speakers was 
vrincipaily given to the finances: but now the 
Sonthern question forms the chief subject of 
discussion. The very many soldiers’ reunions 
in every section of the State this season have 
been attended by far greater numbers than at 
any period since the War; and, while no political 
speeches have been made at these gatherings, 
the reception given to some of the old officers, 
like Garfield, Beatty, Hickenlooper, and others, 
cannot be misconstrued; and a few brief mo- 
ments spent among the surviving heroes 
will readily convince the skeptical mind 
that they will vote now as they did 
when the War was declared a failure and peace 
demanded at anv price. The soldier-influence 
and the soldier-vote in Ohio are now felt, and 
will be for many vears to come: and, as long as 
human life is worthless in the South and the 
shotgun policy is the only means to bring about

TAMMANY COMMITS SUICIDE. 

New York Herald (ind. Dem.). 

Tammany Hall having mutinied against the 
Democratic party was formally excommunicated 
by the Democratic Convention last evening, the 
resolution reciting that the Tammaay delegates 
left the Convention not in consequence of the 
nomination of Gov. Robinson, but before he 
was nominated. At the same time the Tam- 
many men, haying called a Convention of their 
own, denounced the regular convention, and 
nominated Mr. John Kelly for Governor, who 
immediately appeared and accepted the nomina- 
tion, for the purpose, as he said, of defeating 
the regular Democratic candidate. 

This will be generally accepted as an act of 
suicide by Tammany Hail. which has no political 
life left when it ceases to be regular.“ It has 
so long trained its adherents to vote the regu- 
lar ticket that we suspect the defection will be 
less than Mr. Kelly now anticipates. As Comp- 
troller be has but little patronege, and may lose 
that next year. All the other City Departments 
are out of his hands or power; and while bis 
personal influence and efforts may do something 
be will probably find that the power of plain 
John Kelly is far less than that which he 
wielded as the head of the only Democratic or- 
ganization in the city which could boast itself as

So Mr. Lucius Robinson has succeeded in 
splitting the Democratic party of New York.

Well, who ever said that he was? Mr. Robinson 
is a Tilaen man, and was once a Republican. 
Mr. Tilden is a railroad wrecker, a speculator in 
elevated railroad stock, a manivulator of cipher 
dispatches, and a man with a grievance, who 
means to be the candidate of the Democratic 
party for the Presidency or to destroy the 
party. That no great love is felt for these ber- 
sons by old-fashioned Democrats who have 
certain definit convictions in regard to 
questions of public policy is not strange. 
But Mr. Tilden‘ has a mortgage on the 
party, and Mr. Robinson acts as Tilden’s 
lawyer to foreclose on the mortgage, 
and turn the Democrats out of the prop- 
erty.

THE UTES. 


They Will Not Work, and Show a Disposi- 
tion to Fight. 

CHEYENNE, Wyo., Sept. 16.—On the 10th 
inst. Agent Meeker, at the White Riyer, Col- 
orado, Agency, wrote Goy, Pitkin a letter stat- 
ing that the Ute Indians objected to doing more 
farming, and that Chief Johnson had assaulted 
him, driving him from his house; that be had 
conferred with other Chiefs, and they laughed 
at the assault, agreeing that Meeker might pro- 
ceed with the plowing, but that they would do 
vo more of it. Mr. Meeker says he feels that 
none of the whites are safe, and has no confi- 
dence in the Indians. Since this letter 
reports have reached here that the 
Agency buildings have been burned, and that 
the Indians are raiding along White and Bear 
Rivers. No definit reports of murders being 
commicted are yet received. Troops have been 
ordered to the Agency. It is supposed that the 
prospectirg and mining in North Park, which is 
the hunting ground of the Utes, have excited the 
outbreak. 


No further reports were received at military 
headquarters yesterday relative to the tureat- 
ened uprising of the Utes at the White River 
Agency. In reply to telegrams sent to Wash- 
ington the following was received:

A TROOPER’S STORY OF THE MASSACRE. 

SruLA, Sept. 16.—One of the troopers of Maj. 
Cavagnari’s escort arrived at Lundi Khotal yes- 
terday. He says that the roof of the British 
Residency at Cabul was commanded by other 
houses, and was consequently unvenable by the 
besieged, who made a trench outside. At about 
lo’clock in the afternoon on the day „Ken 
massacre Maj. Cavaguari received a wWound hom 
a ricvocheting bullet in bis forehead. Mr. 
Jeukyus, Maj. Cavagnari’s assistant, who ar- 
rived at the residency during the attack, wrote 
> to the Ameer for belp, and the Ameer’s reply 
was, God will. I am making arrangements.” 
A previous request for aid from Maj. Cavaguari 
had met with the same reply. Mr. Jenkynos 
wrote again when Maj. Cavagnari was wounded, 
but the bearer of the letter was cut to pieces 
by the mutineers. 

The trooper then started, but was disarmed 
and imprisoned. He succeeded in escaping at 
daybreak on the 4th of September, and visited 
the residency, where he saw the corpse of Lieut. 
Hamilton, commanding the escort of the British 
mission, lying across a mountain gun. He says 
that Mr. Jevkyns was with a person called 
Yabyah Kahn, and was, therefore, 

PRESUMABLY ALIVE. 
The escaped trooper saw vo troops on the road 
from Cabul to Jelalabad and Dakka, and, so far 
as he knew, Done were coming. A comrade 
who was confined iu Cabul informed him that 
Lieut. Hamilton shot taree of the mutineers 
with his revolver, and killed two with his sabre, 

Dr. Kelley, who was connected with the mis- 
sion, was lying dead inside the residency. 

Maj. Cavagnari was in a room which was 
burnt, and which had failen in. His body had 
not been found. Three native officers of the 
guides were burned to death near the residency.

WEEKLY REVIEW. 

Lonpon, Sept. 16,—The Mark Lane Exprees 
says: The few samples of new wheat exhibited 
io Mark Lane have been wretchedly poor, both 
in quality and condition. A great deal of bar- 
ley ls also so stained as to be unavailable for 
malting, From two and one-half to three 
quarters per acre seems to be the average yield 
of wheat, with, perhaps, some reservation in fa- 
vor of oats. All spring crops are, to a great 
extent, failures, and peas most especially, while 
the root crops are but little better. Pending 
the arrival of the new crop, the supplies of the 
old home-growth of wheat have been 

UNEXCEPTIONALLY SMALL. 
At 150 of the principal towns last week farmers 
delivered alittle over 16,500 quarters, against 
an average of 44,000 quarters the corresponding 
week for the four previous years. The prices 
for insignificant quantities offering are un- 
changed. The principal features in foreign bas 
been a diminution in shipments from America, 
and comparatively light supplies in London, 
only amounting to 49,000 quarters up to Friday 
last. Trade has been quiet. Sellers have shown 
little desire to press sales, being encouraged by 
the certajnty that the home crop is lamentably 
deficient, while the visible supply in America is 
diminished.

Burning of the Wisconsin Deaf 


and Dumb Asylum at

All the Furniture and the 
Property of the Pupils 
Saved.

AT DELAVAN, WIS. 
Special Dispatch *> Dic Trioune, 

De.avan, Wis., Sept. 16.—At 8:15 this morn- 
ing a fire was discovered in the tupcla of the 
Deaf and Dumb Asylum by the chambermaid 
of the institute, and the air was soon darkened 
by wreaths of smoke. A rapid run, and Asylum 
Hill revealed the fact that one of the important 
State institutions was wrapped in flames. 

The fire was first discovered in the cupola, 
and the pine boards that formed the roof, and 
of which with like joist the cupola was con- 
structed, blazed up like tinder, and in less than 
five minutes after the fire was discovered all 
communication between the upper and lower 
portion of the building was cut off by the fall- 
ing of the circular stairs. 

As soon as the flames broke out upon the 
roof the chemical engine belonging to the town, 
which was at no great distance, was signaled, 
and, moving rapidly to the grounds, was the 
first to have a hose playing upon the flames. 

A second and third alarm were quickly 
sounded, and met a prompt response by the cit- 
izens, but the fire burved with such fierce inten- 
sity that all hope of saving the structure was 
soon abandoned, and the attention of the cit- 
wens was called to saving the contents and pro- 
tecting the outer buildings not yet included in 
tue conflagration. 

At @rst the pupils who occupied the building 
were dazed by the unwonted excitement, and, 
cowed by the swift flames, huddled together and 
seemed hardly to comprehend the calamity that 
had befailen them; but they soon com- 
prehended the disaster, and perceived the 
exteut of the danger which threatened their 
property and lives, They then made arusb for 
their luggage, and worked energetically iu trans- 
ferring it to a place of saſet v. 

In half an hour the flames had passed to the 
east wing, the wind being in the west, and in an 
hour and a half the whole structure, the main 
building, the east and west wings, and the 
engine-room in the rear smoldered sullenly, 
occasionally varied by gleams of flame as the 
woodwork of the interior ignited and con- 
sumed. 

The origin of the firo is uncertain. One 
theory advocated is that of spontaneous com- 
bustion, protracted and extreme drought, the 
highly inflammable nature of the woodwork, 
and also the rapid and extended spread of the 
fre gave weight to this theory in the minds of 
some persons. It was first discovered in the cu- 
pola by the chambermaid ebout8o’clock. There 
were tanks under the cupola with hose 
attached sufficieat in ordinary cases to subdue a 
like fire, and two Babcocks, fully charged, were 
ready for use; but the stroog wind that blew at 
the tinie, and the draft that came through the 
circular stairway, prevented the stoppage of the 
fla res, and rendered the destruction of the 
building certain. 

Witn the exertions of the citizens all tne 
property it contained was saved, inciuding the 
library, safe, and the contents of ali the rooms. 

The length of the structure was 250 feet over 
all; breadth, sixty feet; and the entrances to 
both wings were not secured by iron doors, but 
were open, gtving the flames full progress in all 
parts of the büflding. one 

The Iustitute had just commenced its vearly 
session, with an attendance of 155 pupils, a 
larger number than bave ever before been regis- 
tered, and that would receive the advantages 
offered by the State for their instruction by the 
best corps of instructors that could be secured. 

The first building was erectedin 1554, intended 
to be a wing to the main structure, erected in 
1856. This supplied the needs of the State un- 
til 1867, when the west wing was built. 

The estimated cost of the building is $250,- 
000, upon which there is no insurance, the State 
having insured its own public buildings for 
eight years. 

ANOTHER DISPATCH.

DeLavan, Wis., Sept. 16.—The Wisconsin 
Institute for the education of the deaf and 
dumb, located at this place, was discovered to 
be on fire at 8 o’clock this morning, and before 
boon the eutire building was a smoking mass of 
ruios, —a total loss without any iusurance. The 
fire originated in the boys’ sleeping department, 
near the centre of the main building, on the 
third floor. The most heroic efforts were put 
forth by the Fire Department with their chem- 
ical engine, aided by a large force of citizens, 
but all to no purpose. A large portion of the 
furniture was saved. It is believed the stu- 
depts, of which there were 140 in the building 
at the time, all escaped uvinjured, although 
one lad in his haste to get down leaped from a 
third-story window and landed safely on the 
walk below. The building was a very fine 
strueture, ereeted at an expense of $100,000, and 
was a source of just pride to the citizens of the 
State. It will undoubtedly be reboilt at a

AT LAKE, WIS.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 16.—At 1 o’clock 
this morning a fire broke out in the Louis 
Rindskopf Lake Sbore Distillery, in the Bown 
of Lake, a short distance south of the Bay View 
village limits. Fully forty minutes elapsed be- 
fore word could be conveyed to the nearest 
eugine-house in the city, and when the steamer 
reached the scene there was no water to be had.

Complaint has been made for some time back 
of an insufficient supply of water at the County 


- poor-House and Iusane Asylum. Soon after 


the location of the two institutions at that point 
an artesian well was sunk which supplied for a 
time all the water that was needed. But when 
gdditions were made to the building, and an in- 
creased supply Was consequently needed, it un- 
pappily happened that the well began to give 
out, exposing the institution to imminent dan- 
ger in case of fire as well as to great inconven- 
jence. The old weil was reamed out, ana the 
fow temporarily increased, while an up- 
successful attempt was made to sink 
anew well. But now it appears that the well 
has again given out, and that it wit not be long 
either before the institution will have to be 
moved or before another well wilt have to be 
suok,or something done to get water from an- 
other source. 

Mention was also made the other day of the 
fact that the artesian well at Lincoln Park, 
@nich was sunk originally for the purpose of 
filing the lakes there, was not furnishing 
the amount of water which it once did, and 
that in consequence of that, and the insufficient 
gupply obtained from the city pipes, the grass 
and trees were suffering. Curious to ascertain 
whether this were true of other artesian wells 


in the city and county, of which so many have’ 


deen sunk during the last fourteen years, a re- 
porter set out upon a tour of investigation. 
Chicago peopie whose memory runs back to 
the ‘sixties will probably recall the circum- 
giances attending and tollow ing the sinxing of

Company in the fullness of time sold out to W. 
T. 8. Read, its Geveral Superintendent, 
and Mr. Read, beme a gentleman 
of a decidealy practical turn of mind, has turned 
the water to account in the mavufacture of ice, 
out of which he has reaped a goodly revenue. 
This little dip into history, propbecy, and 
revelation may serve as a prolog to an ac- 
count of a reportorial visit yesterday to the once- 
famous wells, and as a reminder to the reader— 
especially the old reader—of the excitement 
which prevailed over their discovery back in 63. 
They haven't moved, nor have they dried up.“ 
their natura! force is somewhat abated. 
The windmills have gone, the long pipes which 
carried the water to a head of 105 feet above the 
surface have been taken down, and the peilacid 
stream bubbles up and gurgies about the opening. 
The flow from the wells is constant, though 
the water doesn’t gush forth with that rush and 
roar that characterized it of old.

TWO KENTUCKY LOVERS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 
Cuicaco, Sept. 13.—There scems to be no 


elected Dr. Biackburn Governor, knowing 
guilty of a crime at thought of which humanity 
shudders; no doubt they have denberately in- 
dorsed that crime; and their action awakens 
inquiry as to what manner of people inhabit 
that State. To those who have not taken heed 
of the old-time evidencés of their essential bar- 
barism, this instance of it may bring surprise; 
but, to tolks who know them of old, there is 
no room for astonishment. 

In the summer of °38 we immigrated to Louis- 
ville, intending to make it our home. A board- 
ing-place had been secured for us by my bus- 
band’s brother. who was there in business, and 
was anxious about me as a baby-faced country- 
girl who would need a chaperone. The one he 
selected was the keeper of the boarding-house, 
Mrs. A——, a _ native-born Kentucky lady, who 
troved to me a judicious and careful friend, 
and onc to whom I look back with gratitude 
and affection, potwithstanding our essential 
difference of opinion on the great questions of 
the day. 

Her fortune had been in slaves from her 
father’s plantation, on which she had always 
lived until her marriage to Mr. A——, who had 
innerited a very considerable property in Louis- 
ville real-estate and servants; but all was lost, 
and she keeping boarders with one hired serv- 
ant, while be was trying to learn to sell jeweiry 
on commission. 

Sbe was a member in high standing of the 
Fourth-Street M. E. Church; and, in all her 
poverty and struggle, was a lady. Public 


opinion forbade her or her daughters doing any 
manual labor; but, under protests, and by 
stealth, they did most of the work in the house; 
while her son, a lad of 12, was their means of 
communication with the business-world. 1 
doubt if a sudden conflagration in the house 
could have jastified any one of the four full- 
grown women in it in going across the street to 
the pump fora pitcher of water! Certainly vo 
amount of thirst on our part could have war- 
ranted such a breach etiquet; and once, 
when a great emergency demonstrated her need 
of servants, she exclaimed: 
“Ob! if Ponly had my boys! Two as beau- 
tiful boys, Mrs. Swissheim, as ever you laid eyes 
on. And here she burst into a passion of tears; 


but she afterwards gave me the history of her 
lost boys. 

They were her full cousins; but she was such 
a thorough Kentuckian as to see notning wrong 
in her regret that they had not become ner 
siaves,— er property, subject to the control of 
a husband who had converted her grandſather's 
weduing-present—a beautiful waiting-maid— 
into cash, and something worse, 

‘The boys were the sons of a bachelor uncle 
who had conceived a passion for one of his 
father’s slaves,—Eliza, a tall, elegant quadroon, 
who thought he was her half-brother, and re- 
jected his dishonorable proposals that sbe 
might be the true and honorable wife of a 
fellow-slave, Jo, who loved her and was loved in 
return. 

Jo wasabandsomer man taan his master, 
who became so furious with jealousy that he 
had him brought from the field and bound to 
the whipping-post, and bad Eliza brought, and 
held by two men, that she might witness Jo’s 
punishment. ‘The overseer was set to plying the 
lash on his naked back, while she sbricked, and 
struggled, and prayed, and fainted, and was 
revived; and her tortured loverexhorted her not 
to mind, until he, too, fainted, and she was 
compelled to see his back a quivering mass of 
| mangled flesh, with the white sinews shining 
through, and his blood lying in a pool at his 
feet. 

He was taken down and revived with a pienti- 
ful application of brine to his wounds, and, 
while they were healing, the white lover re- 
sumed his courtship; but Jo would rather die 
under the lash thao have her yield, and she was 
Jo’s, to live or die with him. 

“On the side of the oppressor there was 
power.“ and in the heart of Kentucky savages 
there was no mercy. When the wounds of the 
lover were healed, he was once more brought to 
| the torture, and his love compelled to be a wit- 
ness of his agony, until Nature could bear no 
| more, and insensibility came to their relief. 
Once more the wounds were healed, and once 
more Jo was lacerated in presence of the woman 
who loved him more than life. 

After the third healing. Jo was sold down 
South, and the lash applied to Eliza’s own back, 
until she yielded, became the mistress of her 
conqueror, and the mother of his two beautiful 
boys. But.“ said my informant, “she never 
smiled after Jo was sold. She took consump- 
tion, and died when her youngest boy was two 
months old; aud they were two of the beauti- 
fulest boys | ever did see. 

Uncle never married, but set great store by 
them, and would not let them out of his sight. 
I was his favorit niece, and he always said he 
would leave them to me. I am sure he would, 
too, if be had made a will; but he took sick very 
suddenly, and died raving crazy. 

She covered her face with a shudder, and then 
added: It was awful! Nobody ever saw such 
a sight. It took four men to hold him in bed, 
and he cursed, and swore. «nd raved, and wanted 
them to bring Jo—Jo—Jo! Sometimes he saw 
Jo; and sometimes he wanted him and Eliza. It 
does seem there must be something wrong 
about our way. Most all hard masters get 
killed or die dreadful deaths. Do Northern 
men often die crazy? “But our people do have a 
hardtime. Niggers are so cunning and so de- 
ceitful.’’ 

This was always her refuge. Nomatter what 
outrage bad been perpetrated upon a slave, no 
matter how graphic ber description of it, the 
cunning, and deceit. and laziness of niggers’’ 
formed an exteuuating circumstance, if not a 
complete justification; and, in this case, she 
was indignant with Eliza for having captivated 
her young master, and doubly indignant with 
the order of events which had prevented the 
fruits of that captivation Nad her property ; 
but, like Jo, the boys were sold down South, on 
the settlement of their father’s estate, of which 
they were part. 

Now, what may we expect of a people among 
whom such crimes could be perpetrated without 
any violation of U — 

At that time Kentucky was undergoing a 
process like that which exterminated Protest- 
antism in France under Catharine de Medicis. 
Mobs, and riots, and law put down all freedom 
of speech and the press; and her best citizens 
were flying from her soil to escape the political 
despotism which rode rampant over every 
human right, and the assasin’s Knife or builet, 
which did not wait for the coyer of darkness to 
lay ite victim low on the street. There was an 
exodus of orains. 

Even their elections were a farce, for there 


| was no secret ballot; and, years atterward. the 


people refused to establish it,—refused 
openly, on the ground that it would 
deprive landlords of control of the votes of 
their tenants! So far as I know, they are voting 
viva voce now, even as they did when nineteen 
of their chivalry threatened me with a coat of tar- 
and-feathers for expressing in private conversa- 
tion an opinion for which they had anxiously 
inquired; when a threatening mob dispersed 
my school for free colored cmidren, and a col- 
ored Sunday-school was closed by order of the 
Ma Or. 

Kentucky is a land of darkness, and blood, 
and horrid crucity: and we have no right to be 
surprised at any savage thing done by her say- 
age people,—her Democrats par excellence!

Ex-Receiver Hinckley Remanded 
to Custody. 


‘Another ‘Suit Against Sam J. Tilden—Record of 


Judgments, New Suits, Ete. 


The hearing of the habeas corpus case of 


| Francis E. Hinckley was resumed yesterday 


morning before Judge Moran. Hinckley had 
been Receiver of the Chicago, Pekin & South- 
western Railroad Company, but was discharged, 
and for failure to oDey an order to turn over his 
books, papers, etc., was attached for contempt 
by Judge McRoberts a short iime ago. He was 
arrested here, but applied for a writ of habeas 
corpus, claiming that the attachment was void, 
being issued in vacation time, and because it 
was issued out of the Circuit Court of Will 
County and made returnable to the Circuit 
Court of Bureau County, and also alleging that 
he had not been guilty of any contempt. , 

Messrs. High and Kretzinger appeared for 
Hinckley, and made able arguments, but the 
same as those urged Saturday and already 
reported. 

Mr. L. G. Pratt appeared for the Sheriff who 
had Hinckley in charge, but made no argument. 

Judge Moran, after listening to the argu- 
ments, said that nothing had been urged which 
led him to change his mind from the conclusion 
he had reached Saturday. The question, which 
was one of jurisdiction, came up oo a reply toa 
return to the writ. That reply set out chat a 
certain case was pending in the Circuit Court of 
Will County, in which the relator was appointed 
Receiver, and that the alleged contempt was 
for some violation of an order entered in that 


case. Thus the reply showed that the Court has 


full jurisdiction of the subject matter and per- 
son, and if the presumptions which were to be 
indulged in in favor of the jurisdiction in a 
particular case of a court of competent jurisdic- 
tion were not sufficient, yet the facts set out by 
the relator showed the full jurisdiction of the 
Court. Upon the point made that the Court at 
chambers in vacation could not issue an order 
of arrest for contempt, because the stathte 
specified that in cases for violation of injunc- 
tion during vacation an order of arrest micht 
issue, Hee per contra, it could not issue in 
other cases, the Judge held that the enumera- 
tion of that case did not exclude others, and 
that the Court was not prohibited from enforcing 
its orders in vacation or issuing orders for at- 
tachment for contempt for violation of its or- 
ders during vacation. ‘The points sought to be 
urged as a reason why the relator should be dis- 
charged were the very points that he bad a rignt 
to urge before Judge McRoberts in appearing 
before him in compliance with the order of ar- 
rest under -whicn he was held. Those points 
were the recularity and legality of the 
order which it was alleged de disobeyed, 
and the legality of the order of arrest for such 
contempt. ‘Che Supreme Court had asserted its 
right to exercise jurisdiction over the Circuit 
and other inferior courts iu cases of contempt, 
but one Circuit Court had no supervisory 
jurisdictio® over another Circuit Court. 
On the authority of a case in 7 
Wheaton, cited and approved by the Su- 
preme Court of Illinois, it must be held that 
the Court had vo right to look beyond the ques- 
tion of the competeucy of the Court arresting 
fer contempt, and, that once ascertained, the 
process of such Court would not be interfered 
with on habeas corpus. No case seemed 
to be found where even a court of 
supervisory jurisdiction bad interfered by 
habeas corpus to discharge a prisoner 
merely attached or arrested for contempt, but 
only in a case where there nad been a hearing 
and actual commitment for contempt, and in 


P such case oniv the Superior Courts seemed to 


have ioterfered. The prisoner would therefore 

be remanded to the custody of the officer, to 

be taken before the Circuit Court of Bureau 

County. 

THE NORTHERN ILLINOIS COAL & IRON COM- 
PANY. 


Some months ago Henry DuPont & Co. 
commenced a suit in the Circuit Court of La- 
Salle County against the Norihern Lilinois Coal 
& Iron Company to enforce the tiavility Of its 
stockholders, and yesterday this suit was trans- 
ferred to the United States Circuit Court for 
this district. The bill, after setting out the 
organizauon of the Coal & Iron Company, 
states that in August, 1876, the Company 
failed, and was put ‘into the hand of a 
Receiver. A bili was then filed to foreclose a 
mo o of about $100,000, and all its property 
was sold, but not enough was realized to pay 
the mortgage. Complainants bad previously 
obtained a judgment against it for $7,424.97, 
and, when they found the assets would not be 
enough to pay them, they filed a bill against 
the stockholders to make them pay the balances 
due on their stock. The principal stockholders 
are, Samuel J. Tilden, 1,880 shares; the execu- 
tors of W. B. Ogden, 2,113 shares; Edmund T.

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The Wisconsin Institute for the Deaf and 
Dumb at Delavan was totally destroyed by 
fire yesterday, involving a loss to the State 


ot about $250,000. 


It is understood in Washington that the 
‘vacant Russian Mission will be filled at an 
early day, and that the English Mission can 
wait. So faras any immediate necessity 
exists for filling the vacancies, nobody but 
the candidates would be very much dis- 
composed if the President should take ample 
time in both cases. 


There is no longer any pretense of con- 
deslment of the determination of Senator 
Tuveman to save his own bacon by throwing 
Gen. Ewrxd overboard. Instead of joining 
heartily in the effort to elect the State ticket 
along with the minor candidates, Tuvrman, 
through his chief machine-manipulator, 
Jonx G. Tuompson, is spending all his 
money and deyoting all his energies to the 
Legislative nominations, and has even gone 
so far as to organize and set to work 
ocal Campaign Committees independent of 


s regular party organization, whose labors 


are restricted solely to helping the election 
of o candidates for the Legislature. 
Everything is sacrificed to the one considera- 
tion of Tavrman’s return to the Senate at 
the expiration of his present term, and 
Ewa is compelled to submit to the hu- 
miliation of being slaughtered to gratify the 
ambition of his powerful and unscrupulous 
rival. 


Unfortunate Memphis is confronted with 
the danger of losing her cotton trade through 
the regulation of the State Board of Health 
which forbids the introduction of cotton into 
that city while the yellow-fever epidemic 
continues. The Board has refused to mod- 
ify this prohibition, believing that the ginning 
or baling of cotton in an infected atmosphere 
‘would be a means of spreading the iufection 
wherever the cotton should be subsequently 
shipped. Heretofore persons livingin Mem- 
phis have not been permitted to go into 
the cotton-fields and assist in picking the 
crop, although of this kind was in 
strong demand at remunerative wages, and 


there are a large number of able-bodied peo- | 


ple being supported by charity in absolute 
idleness in the city. The State Board has 
modified this regulation, however, and it is 
now allowable for persons to go outside the 
city for work after they have passed ten days 
in the rural camps. 


A soldier belonging to the escort of the 
English mission at Cabul has arrived in one 
of the English camps on the Afghan border, 
and gives additional details of the recent 
massacre. It appears that the building in 
whieh the Embassy was quartered was com- 
manded on all sides by more lofty structures, 
and the imprisoned Englishmen were obliged 
to construct a trench wherein they might 
be sheltered from the bullets of the 
mutineers. There they appear to have 
held out in their defense until borne 
down by overpowering numbers. The 
story of this trooper is sufficient justification 
for the now prevalent belief in England that 
the Ameer either encouraged the attack or 


failed to interpose his authority to check the

THE IMPORTERS’ ATTORNEYS TO JUDGE 
FRENCH. 


We took occasion recently to comment 
upon the insolence of the corrupt importers’ 
Ring of New York City in connection with 
the late Custom-House reappraisements and 
advance in dutiable value of silks and silk 
velvets, which called out the letter of As- 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury Frenon. 
The Commercial Bulletin held the Secretary 
of the Treasury responsible, and denonnced 
the proceedings as ‘‘ Custom-House robberies 
of importers”; that is to say, the organ of 
the importers who had been convicted of 
the crime of undervalmation characterized 
the officials who convicted them as “ rob- 
bers.” This was tolerably audacious, and 
the Secretary of the Treasury directed his 
Assistant, Mr. Frenou, to show to the public 
the precise methods by which the Treasury 
had been robbed, and to point out the class 
of scoundrels who had been guilty of the 
| robbery. Mr. Frencu did the work rather 
neatly. We cannot do better than give a 
single paragraph of his letter, which shows 
exactly how the crooked importers “ got in” 
their crooked work. It is as good as prying 
open a window with a jimmy. Mr. Fnrxon 
SAYS : : 

In fact, our agents ascertained that merchants 
in all the principal cities, East and West. were or- 
dering silk velvets of these agents of {foreign man- 
ufacturers] at a price agreed upon, to be delltered 
in future; and, in some instances, such ot ders 
were given even before the goods were manu- 
factured. When these velvets came to the Custom- 
House and the duties were added, they were found 
to be invoiced at from 20 to 40 per cent below the 
price at which they had been solid.” 

This sort of evidence would be rather con- 
clusive, we think, to an ordinarily intelligent 
jury,—conclusive of a deliberate purpose 
on the part of the foreign manufacturers, 
through their agents, to rob the revenue. It 
is so plain, in fact, that the wayfaring man, 
though a fool, could not fail to comprehend 
that the main object of the foreign manu- 
facturers’ agency in New York is robbery of 
the revenue, Mr. Frewon’s letter was so 
damning that the Ring felt the necessity of 
breaking its force, and accordingly hired 
their attorneys, Messrs. Cuamprriarn, Can- 
Ter, and Eaton, to answer it. The 
attorneys have published their reply, bu 
fail completely not only to establish 
a case of hardship upon their clients, but to 
exonerate them from the charge of con- 
spiracy to rob the Govermment. The gist of 
this remarkable special plea consists in the 
charge that the Customs officials virtually 
repeal the existing law, and themselves set 
up a new one, namely: that duties shall be 
assessed on the price in this market, not in 
the foreign market; on home value, not on. 
foreign value.” The fatal defect in this 
charge is its untruth. The law, provides 
that the actual foreign market value shall be 
the dutiable value; and, to ascertain this 
value, the Appraisers are required to uss all 


reasonable ways and means. The Apprais- | 
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evidence of foreign market value to the for- 
éign market. The assumption that they are 
so limited has proved to be the fatal defect 
in the armor of the conspiracy to rob the 
revenue, The foreign manufacturers thought 
they had closed every avenue to the ascer- 
tainment of the foreign market value of 
their goods when they refused to soll a yard 
or an ounce at their own warerooms. But 
they were in error. They sold goods to Tom, 
Dick, and Hairy American merchants—at 
a New York currency price to be delivered 
by their agents in that city, and, when the 

„ame to the Custom-House and the 
duties were added, they were found to be 
invoiced at from 20 to 40 per cent below the 
price at which they had been sold.” The dis- 
covery of this fact let the cat out of the bag. 
No better evidence of foreign market value 
could, possibly be adduced than actual sales, 
which, under the law, must be pre- 
sumed to involve the payment of legal 
tariff dues. Messrs. CnaAunznram, Car- 
Ter, and Eaton insist that there is 
no law for prices of goods sold upon orders 
for future delivery, but that in such cases 
the manufacturer has a right to invoice them 
at cost and a fair manufacturer’s profit 
added.” In a word, they claim that the for- 
eign manufacturers can, under the law, beat 
the Government of the United States out of 
from 20 to 40 per cent of its revenue by the 
device of selling goods on orders for future 
delivery! This is refreshingty cool; mar- 
velously impudent, It has, however, oper- 
ated admirably for years,—operated so very 
well, indeed, that importers who had scruples 
about swearing to the truth of false invoices 
were compelled to retire from dabbling in 
the foreign markets, and leave the busi- 
ness to the ringsters, who asserted 
that there was no law to prevent 
them from robbing the Government. 
Bat the Customs officials have found a way 
to stop the swindle, and a legal way, too. 
In vain have the attorneys of the Ring prayed 
for a change of program. They have begged 
to have General Appraiser Kercuvm left out of 
reappraisements,—toavoid delays, of course ; 
that's all! But Collector Merairr is inex- 
orable. The attorneys of the Ring would like 
to have a merchant in place of Col. Kerca- 
um, but the Collector has become distrustful 
of importing merchants, and insists upon 
having the General Appraiser every time, de- 
lay or no delay. The attorneys have begged 
the Collector to bring an action to forfeit 
the goods or their value, in order to throw 
the matter into the Courts. But the Collect- 
or is obdurate ; he has found a legal way to 
make the Ring pay their just dues to the 
Government, and he is indisposed to forego 
his advantage. 

The assumption that Customs officials de- 
sire to oppress importers is too silly to warrant 
serious discussion. Under the moieties law 
it might have been claimed with a show of 
justice, since the exposure of frauds resulted 
in profit to the official who made the expos- 
ure. B. G. Jayne, who actually recovered 
millions of dollars for the Government, was 
howled down on the ground of his pecuniary 
interest in convictions, and the law repealed. 
But all that is changed. No Customs officials 
in New York can reap a dollar’s advantage 
from advances although they save hundreds 
of thousands or millions of dollars to the 
Government. The Government is a hard 
master. It is a corporation without a soul. 


Col. Ketcnuum, who. has maintained the 


brunt of the recent great contest, is 
poorly paid, and the task of antago. 
nizing a ring of ‘merchants grown 
wealthy by robbing the Government is a 
thankless one. And, since it is known that 
the crooked importing fraternity are utterly 
unscrupulous, it is to be presumed that they 
stand ready to bribe all Customs officials 
whose honor is not above purchase. To be 
sure they do no more than their duty, and 
this is the view which will be taken both by 
the Government and the public, and this is 
why we say that the Castoms officials have 
not the remotest interest in acting unjustly 
towards the importers. 


A SCHEME FOR BALLO[-BOX STUFFING 

Revolution and reform are synonyms in 
the minds of all. Utopian theoriste. These 
people start out by reversing Porx's aphor- 
ism, and declare that Whatever is is 
wrong.” To undo what has been done, to 
abolish every existing system, and to produce 
what the French so aptly call a douleverse- 
ment, is the first aim of the political dream- 
ers. Col. Incsrsonz’s Cincinnati Conven- 
tion gave these people the best opportunity 
they have ever had in this country to hatch 
out their various schemes and bring them 
full-fledged before the public. The doors of 
that Convention were thrown open widely 
enough to admit all the speculators and tran- 
scendentalists in politics, morals, and relig- 
ion. In two brief resolutions, buried in the 
mass of declarations and demands that 


made up the platform, it was proposed to 


turn the whole system of American Govern- 
ment topsy-turvy. These resolutions were 
as follows: 5 

‘*That the present methods of legislation by 
which the passage of important measures is accom- 
plished by director indirect bribery, log- rolling. 
and pressure atthe close of sessions, without any 
possible knowledge by the people of what is done, 
should be radically reformed; and to that end the 
people should, ‘As far as possible, have the refer- 
endum or power of passing upon all public and im- 
portant laws, not only in their passage by their 
representatives, but aleo through their own votes. 
as is now done in adopting our Constitution, and 
that this method should be made practical in our 
National, State, and municipal legislation. 

That public officers should, as a general prac- 
tice, be elected directly by the people. and be 
made directly and effectively responsible to them; 
that Electoral Colleges should be abolished, and 
the appointing power of officers elected be greatly 
limited.” 


Tiese expressions, like most of the others 
in the platform outside of the atheistic 
doctrine which the Socialists don’t care much 
about, were dictated by the Communists. 
They were probably inspired by the desii e to 
break down the existing condition of things 
rather than by any confidence in the new 
condition of things which it is proposed to 
substitute. The first proposition is that all 
laws-—National, State, and municipal—shali 
be submitted to a vote of the people, “ as is 
now done in the adoption of a Constitution,” 
before they shall go into operation. The 
distinction sought to be made by the word 
important is absurd, because, if it were 
left to the various legislative bodies to de- 
termine what is important and what is not 
important, these legislative bodies would 
have the same diseretion they now have. 
The scheme then would involve the holding 
of popular elections to pass upon 500 or 
1,000 National laws every year, half as many 
State laws, and an indefinite number of 
municipal laws. These votes, with the 
increased electoral duties proposed 
in the second of the above paragraphs, 
would require an average of two or three 
elections every day, and the conscientious, 
public-spirited citizen would be obliged to 
devote his entire time to the duty of voting. 
Nor would it be an eight-hour job; the time 
now devoted to sleep and recreation would. 
then be needed for proper consideration of

is utterly impracticable, even if it were 
desirable. The reference to the manner in 
which Constitutions are adopted is pointless ; 
for Constitutions are permanent, and are 
changed only about once in a generation. 
Even when a new constitutional scheme 1s 
brought before the people, the most persist- 
ent efforts are required to induce one-half 
the voting population to pass judgment 
thereon, and of this moiety of voters it is 
safe to say that nine out of ten do not, read 
the organic law submitted to them, but trust 
to their lawyers, their newspapers, and their 
public men to direct them how to vote, If 
this is true of a Constitution, the 
design of which is to define and re- 
strict legislation, how much less pop- 
ular interest and popular understand- 
ing would there be in an interminable 
list of statutes, largely formal and technical, 
and submitted from day to day without sys- 
tem to a mass of incompetents. Life would 
become such a burden under strict attention 
to the duties of citizenship thus imposed 
that people engaged in earning a living 
would abandon voting altogether, and the 
making of the laws would be turned over to 
small rings of professional ballot-box stuffers 
under the control of professional demagogs. 
There would remain, then, only an appeal to 
these same professionals from the verdicts of 
the Courts and juries, and we presume the 
Cincinnati theorists would also have included 
this reform“ in their platform if they had 
thought of it. 

„The second proposition amounts, in effect, 
to the election of all public officers, of high 
and low degree, by popular vote. This in- 
cludes a summary disposition of the Electoral 
College as an agency in the choice of Chief 
Magistrate, but does not suggest any system 
for regulating and counting the vast vote of 
the Nation, which is growing in proportions 
with every year. The great men of the 
United States, from Was MIN rox, JEFFERSON, 
and HAxmLrox, through WessTeR, OCLAr, and 
Benton, down to Morron and Epmunps, 
have given this single phase of American 
Government the careful consideration of 
their mature experience, and have failed to 
agree upon any system which may be safely 
substituted for that now provided by the 
Constitution. But the Communists sweep 
away the prevailing system with a wave of 
the hand, and do not so much as trouble 
themselves with a thought as to the operation 
and effect of any experimental mode of elect- 
ing a President which may be hit upon. 
They would also widen out the responsibili- 
ties of the ballot, though all experience 
teaches that greater safety lies in the restric- 
tion of suffrage. The influence of the Com- 
munists has so far prevailed in California 
that some eighty-seven offices were filled by 
popular vote at the late election in San Fran- 
cisco. The oldest citizen and best-informed 
man in the State could not vote intelligently 
upon such a list of candidates. The Com- 
munist idea advanced at the Cincinnati Con- 
vention would enlarge the list still further, 
and make every election partake of the 
nature of a lottery, in which, as in most lot- 
teries, the blanks would be far more numer- 
ous than the prizes. 

To reduce the number of elective offices 
and abolish the term system, is the tendency 
of the best political thinkers of the day. 
The Cincinnati resolutions propose the very 
reverse in defiance of the lessons which have 
been learned from actual experience. The 
sense of duty in office is best secured by di- 
rect and immediate responsibility to an 
appointing and removing power, with a 
guarantee of tenure during good behavior. 
Such a system attracts the best men and en- 
courages them to give the community their 
best services. It also contracts the powers 
of the demagogs by cutting off their period- 
ical opportunities for pandering to class prej- 
udices in the interest of incompetent or 
corrupt men. It abolishes the vocation of 
professional ballot-box stuffers, because the 
people, under such a system, are called upon 
toelect only the Chief Executive and the 
Legislature in their National, State, and 
muuicipal affairs,—an occasional duty to 
which they may give abundant time and con- 
sideration. It weakens the caucus, which 
would no longer éxercise a supreme control 
over the spoils, and would be less tempted 
to absolutism. Butthe methods proposed 
by the Communists at Cincinnati would 
strengthen the caucus, encourage the ballot- 
box stuffers, enlarge the opportunities of the 
demagogs, and establish arbitrary irrespon- 
sibility by a theoretical vote of the people 
which would never be cast. 


THE PURPUSES OF NIHILISM. 

The interview between a representative of 
Tur CMmoOdO Trrsune and Mr. A. W. Srirret, 
an expatriated Russian from Odessa, seeking 
a new home for himself and others of his 
countrymen, which was printed in our last 
issue, was one of more than ordinary inter- 
est as defining the exact purpose which the 
so-called Nihilists have in view, and for the 
attainment of which they willingly suffer im- 
prisonment, banishment, and even death, In 
this interview Mr. Srrrrrr, when questioned 
as to the origin and objects of Nihilism, re- 
plied as follows : 

** The students were in the habit of discussing 
politics. At the colleges, to which both young 
mén and women are equally admitted, there are 
numerous debating classes, and their tendency is 
to insvire a desire for more independence of 
thought and more personal freedom. They saw 
thatin England, Germany, and, in fact, in all 
Europe, not even excepting Turkey, the people 
had more liberty than in Russia. They also saw 
that Government was hedged in with constitution- 
al limitations. Nihilism is not the proper name. 
The members of eee are not Nihilists, - they 
are simply revolutionaires. Some years ago a 
erazy political economist advocated & communion 
that would be productive of only anarchy, and to 
his system the name of Nihiliem was applied. But 
I can assure you that the party bearing that name 
does not believe in anarchy. All that is required 
is a constitutional form of government by which 
the people cannot be deprived of their inherent 
rights.” 


This concise statement confirms what has 
frequently been asserted before by those 
competent to know, namely: that the sole 
object of the revolutionary party of young 
Russia is to obtain a constitutional form of 
government in which the voice of the people 
may be heard through their representatives in 
Parliament, in the place of au absolute form 
of government based upon the brute force of 
the police and the army. In this respect the 
Russian Government presents an anomaly 
which is almost without parallel in the his- 
tory of nations. Russia went to war with 
Turkey to free the Sclavic Provinces from a 
despotism no more absolute than her own. 
She spent millions of money and sacrificed 
thousands of lives to give a foreign people 
civil rights which she will not give her own. 
Having defeated the Turk, she demanded in 
the Congress of Berlin that Bulgaria, 
Roumania, Roumelia, and Servia should 
have a constitutional form of government. 
She kept her troops in these Provinces 
months after the treaty was signed, so that 
there should be no interference with the new 
political organization. The people elected 
their rulers, chose their ves, 


adopted their Constitutions, and put in op- 


the ever-changing legislation. Such a scheme 


eration the entire machinery of representa- 
tive government, aided by the Russian mili- 
tary officers and in the presence of the Rus- 
sian troops. This accomplished, these very 
troops were ordered home, and retraced their 
steps across the Danube and the Pruth to ar- 
rest, imprison, and harass the Russian peo- 
ple, who asked for no more than 
the Government had just done 
Sclavic Provinces for a people not 
80 capable of directing affairs as they. It 
gave the Bulgarian, without his asking for 
it, the right to be represented in his Govern- 
ment and to have a voice in the management 
of affairs, and hurries the Russian over the 
bleak steppes of Siberia to an underground 
imprisonment, where he is never heard of 
again. 

It is one of the saddest features of this 
cruel injustice that its victims come mainly 
from the young and educated classes. It is 
the young men of Russia, and especially the 
students and thinkers, who desire and agi- 
tate for a change. They naturally come 
more in contact with the outside world. In 
their travels they have witnessed the bless- 
ings of representative government, and in the 
pursuit of education they have attained that 
knowledge and culture which are born of 
free government. Their ideas have been 
liberalized by the influences of Western 
Europe. They return home filled with new 
inspirations and ambitions as well as ideas, 
dissatisfied with the existing condition of 
things and eager for change. Having once 
experienced the charm of free thought, free 
speech, and free discussion, having seen the 
advantages which arise froma form of gov- 
ernment in which the people take part, they 
naturally enough writhe under the condi- 
tions of a personal despotism and the rigor- 
ous punishments which it inflicts upon all 
those who question its edicts. Looking 
forward to the mighty influences which a 
coustitutional form of government would exert 
upon the largest Empire of the civilized world 
the enormous increase of power which that 
Empire would secure, and the larger meas- 
ure of happiness and prosperity which the 
people would enjoy, they throw themselves 
into the movement with all the ardor and 
impetuosity of youth, only to encounter the 
iron will of the Government, exercised by 
the police and the army, and expiate their 
crime (?) among the horrors of Siberia. Such 
is the object of young Russia, and it ought 
to be kept clearly in view and not be oon- 
founded with the anarchical movements of 
Nihilists and Socialists, who sometimes get 
control of the constitutional movement, just 
as the Socialists the other day got eontrol of 
Bos INonnsoLL's Convention. It is the en- 
tering wedge which will yet split despotism 
in twain and make Russia free. 


GOULD AND VANDERBILT. 

Mr. Jax Goutp has publicly declared that 
he has not parted with his control of the 
Union Pacific Railroad, and that Mr. Va- 
DERBILT does not own any stock in that 
Company, and that he (Govtp) retains and 
will not part with his inter st, because it is 
a profitable investment. In the meantime, 
Mr. Gobro has purchased the Wabash Rail- 
road, and obtained control of the Rock Island 
& Pacific. He has also become the owner of 
the Kansas Pacific Railway from Kansas City 
to Denver, and thence to Cheyenne, and also 
of the Denver & Rio Grande Railroad, the 
possession of the latter depending.on the 
judicial determination of the validity of the 
lease of that road to the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe Company. Mr. Govtp, therefore, 
can be considered as reasonably well pro- 
vided with railroads, and to have control not 
only of the Union Pacific Railway to Omaha, 
but also of several lines of rail communica- 
tion to the East. 

Is the Union Pacific Railroad so situated 
territorially and financially as to exclude all 
possibility or probability of another and a 
successful line from Omaha to San Francis- 
co? Is it probable that such a line can be 
constructed and operated at a profit, despite 
the present commanding and controlling in- 
terests of Mr. Goutp? Does not the condi- 
tion of the Union Pacific Railroad furnish 
strong inducements to capital, as well as 
furnish a motive of national welfare, for the 
construction of another route from the Mis- 
souri River at least to Silt Lake ? 

The Union Pacific Railroad extends from 
Council Biuffs, in Iowa, to Ogden, in Utah, 
a distance of 1,042 miles. The bonded debt 
and stock of the road on the lst of January 
last was: 

Funded debt, outstanding......... 
United States bonds 66; bese 27, 276. 512 
Capital stock gd 36. 762, 300 

Total capital stock and bonded debt. $114, 186, 812 

This debt and stock is at the rate of over 
$109,500 per mile of railway, and does not 
include some $12,000,000 of unpaid interest 
due to the United States. The present in- 
terest and dividend bearing cost of the road 
is, therefore, in round figures, $110,000 per 
mile. 

The distance from Omaha through Ne- 
braska anda greater part of Wyoming is 
over a plain, and by following a northern 
route through Wyoming to Fort Fetterman, 
access to Salt Lake at Ogden, or at some 
other point of connection with the Pacific 
Central Railroad, can at this time be built 
at an average cost not exceeding $15,000 per 
mile. The progress of the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe Road and of the Northern Pacific 
Railway is a striking example of what may 
be done in the way of railroad buiiding, even 
in regions once considered almost impassa- 
ble. The Southern Pacific Road, now build- 
ing east through Arizona, the Topeka Road, 
now rushing south through New Mexico, 
and the Northera Pacific, progressing so 
ripidly through Montana westward and from 
Oregon eastward, do not cost to put them in 
running order to exceed an average of $13,- 
000 per mile. 

Mr. Goutp takes especial pains to say th it 
he has not unloaded the Union Pacific upon 
VANDERBILT, and VANDERBILT may well dis- 
claim that he has permitted the Union Pacific 
to be leaded upon him. It is not likely that, 
as an investment, he would purchase a road 
at an already existing cost of $110,000 per 
mile, costing in all $114,000,000, when he 
can build an entirely new road, over even a 
better route, at a cost of $15,000 per mile, 
or at a total cost from Omaha to Ogden of 
$15,800,000, If a railroad which has to pay 
interest and dividends upon a debt of $110,- 
000 per mile can divide several millions of 
dollars a year among its stockholders, what 
might not be done by a railroad running over 
the same general route, with equal connec. 
tions east and west, and which will cost 
#15,000 a mile? The gross and net earnings 
of the Union Pacific Railway during the last 
seven years have been as follows:

| debt of $114,000,000; and an unpaid in- 
terest debt increasing at the rate of 
$1,250.000 a year, the accumulation now 
aggregating $12,000,000, The present enor- 
mous rates of transportation on the Union 
Pacific Railroad are most ruinous to the 
public, and are such as the country will not 
submit to much longer. It will be a great 
betrayal of public interest if Congress at 
the next session shall fail to legislate on 
the’ rates of transportation generally by all 
the railroads of the country. In the mean- 
time, Mr. Gobrop has something of an ele- 

phant on bis shoulders, and his Union Pa 

cific Road is not worth to-day, despite its 
monopoly, despite its subsidies, and despite 
its enormous exactions, one-third the pres- 
ent existing bonded debt and capital stock. 

Its entire capital stock may be blotted out, 

as it must eventually be, and the road with 

all its franchises will not pay its bonded. debts 

for which it is mortgagsd, to say nothing of 

the rapidly-accumulatiag interest debt. 

It is not hkely that Mr. VANDERBILT has 
bought the Union Pacific Railway as an in- 
vestment, but it is likely that, having his 
railway connections between Omaha and 
New York complete, the construction of a 
new road from the Missouri River through to 
Ogien, which can now be constructed at 
$15,000 per mile, may, in the end, be taken 
in hand by him or some others interested in 
the increase of general traffic now so injuri- 
ously repressed by the enormous exactions of 
the Union Pacific. That the rates charged 
by that Company are extortionate, and so far 
beyond endurance as to demand the legis- 
lative interference and regulation by Con- 
gress, can hardly be questioned; but the 
opening, if not the necessity, for a 
new road—for the building of a new 
railway at a cost which will . permit 
a reduction of 50 per cent in the 
cost of transportation, being that much 
positive gain to the country and 
adding very largely to the traffic with 
the Pacific Coast—is very evident to all. Mr. 
VANDERBILT may have no intention of thus 
securing for his Eastern roads a cheap, di- 
rect, and solvent route connecting with the 
California Central; but,whether he have such 
purpose or not, the construction of such road 
1s @ mere question of a few years, in which 
case che bankruptcy of the Union Pacific may 
be anticipated, and occur even before the 
time when the collapse must certainly take 
place. , 


The annual report made by Commissioner 
Senne, as President of the County Board, 
makes a showing that must be peculiarly 
gratifying to all those who were active in 
securing a reform in the material composing 
that Board, and is the best answer that 
cotld possibly be returned to a certain clique 
which has sought to bring the present Board 
into disrepute because a majority of its 
members are Republicans, It appears that 
the ordinary expenditures of the Board have 
been decreased during the last two years from 
$719,906 0 $489,353,—an annual saving to 
the taxpayers of $220,553. This has been 
accomplished by reductions in the number 
of employes, in the rate of pay, and in 
tho expenditures upon the public chari- 
ties and institutions which a majority of 
the Board in 1877 declared to be impos- 
sible. These reductions have also enabled 
the Board to abandon the costly system of 
temporary loans and return practically to 
the cash system. The report shows that at 
the end of the fiscal year there is a surplus 
of $240,000 with which to meet current ex- 
penses until the new tak collections shall 
begin to come in. If the same spirit of 
economy shall prevail in the Board two years 
longer, it will be possible to complete the 
Court-House without borrowing any more 
money, and to resume for all time the 
permanent policy of pay as you go.” It is 
this consideration which should chiefly in- 
fluence the nominations this fall for County 
Commissioners, and it only needs the sams 
public interest that was shown at last year’s 
election to make the selection of the proper 
men imperative for both parties. 
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Harerson overreached himself most fear- 
fully in publishing his railroad veto in the 
newspapers fourteen hours in advance of the 
meeting of the Council. If he had held it 
back, as courtesy and usage required, un- 
til the Council was assembled, and had then 
read itin a bold and stentorian voice, with 
emphatic gestures and thrilling emphasis, 
it is very possible he might have frightened 
some of the Aldermen who had voted for the 
railway ordinance into sustaining the veto, 
and perhaps have defeated the ordinance. 
But, when they all had a chance to read it in 
cold type, and study the weak thing at their 
leisure, they discovered the falsity of its as- 
sertions, the sophistry of its reasoning, and 
the Communistic undertone that pervaded the 
whole document, and they became indignant 
and disgusted, and sat down”, on it and 
its author more emphatically and decisively 
than a Mayor's veto ever before was 
squelched in the City of Chicago. 


Mayor Harrison’s inordinate vanity met 
with a humiliating rebuke at the Council 
meeting on Monday. He published his mes- 
sage vetoing the railroad ordinance in the 
papers on Monday morning, and then pre- 
sented it to the Council on Monday evening. 
Instead of permitting the Clerk to read it, 
the Mayor in person delivered it after the 
manner of a speech in Congress, embellish- 
ing the delivery with Ciceronian emphasis 
and Demosthenean gesture. When he had 
thus overwhelmed his audience, the Council, 
by a vote of 30 to 5, passed the ordinance 
over the veto! 


Mayor Haretson’s supporters in the City 
Council on the railroad ordinance were con- 
fined to the five Communists for whose sup- 
port he has so strongly bid. The Council, 
both Democrats and Republicans, seem to 
have but little respect for the best, and ut- 
terly fail to be impressed by the fervid words 
of the most eloquent, Mayor Chicago ever 
had.

One More Murderer Placed Be- 
yond a Supersedeas at 
Cairo, Ill. 


The Negro, Charles Glass, Hanged 
for the Killing of Car- 
ter Newman, 


He Lives a Fiend and Dies Full of 


Hope of Eternal Happiness, 


Miscellaneous Misdeeds in Va- 
rious Localities. 


BANGING OF GLASS. 
Special Dispatch to The 7Trivune. 

Camo, III., Sept. 16.—The execution of 
Charles Glass (colored) for the murder of Car- 
ter Newman (colored) in this city last March 
took place this afternoon inside of an inclosure 
adjoining the County Jail. Early this morning 
rumors were current upon the streets that Glass 
hai yesterday evening confessed to the commis- 
sion of other crimes, namely, the killing of nis 
wife at Mound’s Junction, twelve miles above 
this city, and the murder of a young colorei 
girl between here and Mound City some years 
agp. About II o’clock this morning your cor- 
respondent visited the jail, and, through 
and courtesy of Sheriff Hedges, was 
permitted to converse with the doomed 
man in the corridor, the Sheriff 
taking him out of his cell for 
the purpose. He appeared quite composed 
exhibiting very httle nervousness, and, in reply 


, to. questions, stated that the story circulated 


was false in every particular; that he had no 
confession to make, and had made none to any- 


body; that Newman had wronged him, and he 


struck him with ad ax, but did not know wheth- 
er he killed him. . He did not think a fair trial 
was given him; but, says he. Every man has 
to die some “time, and I'll try to meet my death, 
bad as it is, like a man.” He then entered his 
cell, and, bidding him “‘ Good-by,”’ your corre- 
spondent withdrew. | 

Prior to Glass’ entering the inclosure, religious 
service was held in ois cell, and, when the Suer- 
iff called, he expressed a readiness to go. He 
passed out, and 

MOUNTED THE SCAFFOLD 
with firm step, after which the Sheriff read the 
death-warrant, and the ministers in attepdance 
read a passage from the Bibie, sang a bymn, and 
délivered a prayer, in which the poor fellow 
joined very fervently. In reply to a question of 
the Sheriff as to whe her he desired to say auy- 
thing, be pointed to dis throat, and said he 
couidn’t; chat it was too full. cis hatids and 
feet were theo tied, che cap and rope adjusted, 
and at eight minutes befvre 8 o’clock the Sheriff 
severed the rope that held the trap with the 
same ax with which Glass killed Newman, aud 
he iell six feet. He did not move a muscle, and 
in twelve and one-half minutes the physicians 
pronounced him dead. The body was then cut 
down, placed in the coffia, and taken to. the 
Seven Mile Gravevard for intermeat. Oaly 
Sixty persons witnessed the execution, but the 
streets near the vicinity were crowded with 
buudreds. 
WHAT HE WAS HANGED FOR. 

Following is the history of the crime and the 
circumstances leading thereto: 

Charies Glass, witn his woman,“ Ruth 
Brown, occupied rooms in the second story of a 
tenement house on Commercial avenue, in the 
upper part of the city. Carter Newman 
boarded with chem, and, for some time previous 
to he murder, the behavior of the two (New 
man aud Ruth Brown) excited the jealousy of 
Glass. Abouta week prior to the kill.ug the 
men had some words, came to blows, aud New- 
mau proved himself to be physicaliv the better 
mao. However, he immediately quit boarding 
with Glass, and, gather:ng up bis th.ugs, moved 
them iuto ano ner room on the same floor, and 
thereatter he took his meals with a mau named 
McKirpey,—sieep.ng down town. In the 
morning of the day the murder was committed 
(March 23) be declared bis inteation to shin on a 
boat in the evening, and went down in the 
city to see some iriends. About 1 o’clock 
m the afternoon he returned and found 
McKirney and bis wiie and Glass and 
the woman Brown sitting on the side- 
walk in front of the house. Pausing a 
moment, he told Mrs. McKirney that the boat 
might not be in until late in the evening, and 
that he would go up-stairs, pack his valise, and 
take a nap, —requestiug her to wake him waen 
the boat whist.ed. He then passed into the 
house, and soon after Glass ahd McKirney start- 
ed off, the former toward me river, and the lat- 
ter to Visit a friend, and the two women went 
ud the street to a phutographer’s tent to have 
some pictures taken. Glass had not gone far 
when be turued back, entered the house, and, 
going up-stairs, borrowed an ax from a woman 
in the room adjo.oug the one in which Newman 
was sleeping, ostensibly for tue purpose of split- 
ting some wood. Hethen passed out, closing 
the door, and, entering the room where Newman 
lay across the bed, ra nher ou vis stomach, fast 
asleep, he struck him two terrific blows on the 
head with the ax, 

CBUSHING THE SKULL ALMOST TO A JELLY, 
the brains and pieces of the skull flying over 
the bed and upon the ceiling overhead. 
Ihen, placing the ax behind the door, 
he passed out of the bouse and started up the 
street. Atew minutes later the two women re- 
turned, and Mrs. McKiroey went up to wake 
Newman, when-she discovered that he was a 
corpse. She immediateiy began to soriek, and 
soon a large crowd gaitiered. ‘he finding of 
the bloody ax and (he statement of the woman 
from whom it was borrowed settled the ques- 
tion as to who committed the murder, and 
search was forthwitn instituted for Glass, who, 
about tais time, retarned, and, surrendering 
himself to a young man vamed Laily, asked 
him to accompany him to jail. Ihe excitement 
amoug the colored people was intense, and it 
was not without considerable effort that Lally 
succeeded in landing his prisoner safely in jail. 
Beiure he was locked up Glass admitted killing 
Newman, and said that if he could 
serve two o.her “niggers’’ the same wa, he 
wouldn’t care what they did with bim. 
At the July term of the Circuit Court Glaas was 
tried, the evidence was very clear, and the jury 
brought in a verdict of “ guilty,”’ and fixed che 
puuishmen*t at death. A motion was eatered 
by the attorneys for an arrest of judgment, and 
arguments heard Aug. 1. Ihe motion wags over- 
ruled oy Judge Harker, who seotenced him to 
be hung Tuesda), Sept. 16. Throughout the 
trial be maintained a s olid indifference as to 
the consequences, and, when the sentence of 
death was read, did not appear the least af- 
fected. Since that time be bas been frequently 
visited by colored ministers and members of che 
different churches, has been baptized, and ex- 
pressed the belief that his “sins were forgivea,”’ 
and that he was ready to go when the time ar- 
rived. 


SENTENCE COMMUTED.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 16.—Apolication hav- 
ing been made for the pardon of Tnomas Lyons, 
who was convicted of horse-stealing at the Oc 
tober term, 1878, ot the Sangamon County Cir- 
cuit Court, and sentenced to the Penitentiary 
for three years, the Governor has ordered that 
the sentence may be commuted to one year. 

It appears that, on an investigation in the 
Sangamon County Oourt as to the mental con- 
dition of this prisoner, the jury found that he 
was weak-minded, und a fit subject for the 
Feebie-Minded Institute. On account of this 
Bud ug of ne jury in the County Court, the 
Judge of the Circuit Court certiued Lyons to 
the Governor as a proper subject for Executive 
clemency.

CAMP DUTY. 


The Second Brigade, I. N. G., Playing Sol- 
dier at Springfield. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 16.— The various 
commands of the Second Brigade, I. N. G. 
reached Camp Cullom to-day, the first arriving 
at 4 a. m. and the last about 5 p. m. 
Guard was regularly mounted last night, a 
strong guard being kep up around the entire 
camp, requiring pearly 30) men to be on duty 
constantly, so that all will be familiarized with 
the various details of this important part of a 
solaier’s duty. There are now 2,400 men in 
camp belonging to the Fourth, Fifth, Seventh, 
and Eighth Regiments, and the Fourteenth, 
Fifteenth, and Seventeenth Battalions, and 
representing all parts of Central Iliinois. Old 
soldiers say that the camp is laid out with strict 
military precision, aud speak highly of the 
soldierly bearing and excellent appearance of 
the men composing tne different commadds. 

This afternoon, after Dattalion dress-parade, 
the brigade was tormed ia line and passed in re- 
view before the Governor and staff, Adjt.-Gen. 
Hilliard and Brig.-Gen. Reece and staff. This 
is the first time the brigade formation has 
been attempted by the I. N. G. The brigade 
was then massed and addressed by Gov. Cul- 
lom, who welcome i the soldiers to the city and 
camp, and urged them to improve cheir op- 
portunities for instruciion in their military 
duties.

LOUISVILLE CABINETMAKERS. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Seot. 16.—UOn Sunday night 
the cabinetmakers employed in the various fac- 
tories of the city came toge her iu order to take 
steps towards obtaining an increase of wages. 
Addresses were made by some leaders in the 
movewent, and it was finally decided to de- 
mand au advance of 15 per cent ou the present 
rate of wages. The workmen say that the stag- 
nation in business due to financial depression 
has been succeeded by more prosperous times, 
of which the workmen snould reap part of the 
benefit. 

Committees were appointed to visit the vari- 
ous proprietors and consult in regard to the 
matter. Last night ‘hese Committees met to- 
ge ner again, and reported that all the maou- 
facturers visited had seemed will.ag to make 
the advances if furoiture men iu ocher parts of 
the country did the same thing. 

This morumg a meeting of he principal fur- 
niture maoutacturers was held. After consul- 
ta.ion, iney decided to issue the following ad- 
dress as express.ng their views; 

We are willing to advance wages as soon as all 
the furniture manufacturers —Nurth, South, East, 
aod West—avree to advance. We recommend our 
cahipetmakers to confer with all competing inter- 
ests, 80 as to ascertain the sense of the trade. 
Without uniform action ail over tae country, aa 
advance on our part would ve suieidal to our inter- 
ests and to the cabinetmakers as well. 

It remains to be seen how workmen will re- 
ceive this proposition. Lhe movement bas not 
yet assumed che form of a strike, though it may 
develop into one. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 16.—The difficulty be- 
tween tne Obio Fails Car Company and the 
molders has been amicably settled. The 
molders and the President of the Company, 
Mr. Joseph W. Sprague, were in consultation 
for several hours this afternoon and evening.

Acres of Perfume. 
Swiss Times. 

Some idea of the magnitude of the business 
of raising sweet-scented flowers for their per- 
fume alone may be ga bered from the fact mat 
Europe and British India alone consume about 
150,000 galions of handkercaiet periume yearly; 
that the Engiish revenue from French eau de 
Cologne of itself is $40,090 annually, and the 
total revenue of Engl amd from o ner imported 
perfumes is estimated at $200,000 each year. 
here is one great perfume distillery at Cannes, 
in France, which uses yearly about 100,000 
pounds ot acacia flowers, 140,000 pounds of rare 
flower leaves, 32,000 pounds of jasmine bios- 
soms, toge her with an immense quantity of 
D wer material used for perfume. Victoria, io 
New South Wales, is a noted place for the pro- 
duction of perfume-yivid.ing plants, because 
suca plants as he mignouette, sweet verbena, 
jasmine, rose, lavender, acacia, heliotrope, rose- 
mary, wail-flower laurei, orange, and the sweet- 
scented geraniumse are said to grow mere in greater 
pertection than in anv o.ber part of the worid. 
South Austrailia, it is believed, would also be a 
good place for the growing of these perfume- 
producing plants, though chey are not yet cul- 
tivated were to much extent. The value of 
perfumes to countries adapted to their produc- 
tion may be ga hered from the following esti- 
mate of their growth and value per acre, as 
given in the London (Enogiind) Journa of 
Horticuiture: An acre of jasmine plants, 80.— 
000 in number, will produce 5,000 pounds of 
flowers, valued at $1,250; an acre of rose-trees, 
10,000 in number, will yield 2,000 pounds of 
flowers, worth $375; 300 orange-trees, grow u 
on an acre, wiil vieid, at 10 years of age.

here. 
THE FIRST EVENT 

on the cards was the race for 2:40 horses, in 
which the starters and their positions were as 
follows, the first-named horse having the pole 
before the first heat, the others following 
in the order named: Marshall Boy, For- 
rest Golddust, Frances, Silver Duke, 
William H., Windsor, Black Prince, Headlight, 
and Black Cioud. The brown stallion Strader, 
by C. M. Clay, Jr., ownd by Mr. F. L. Hans- 
com, of this city, was also entered, but drawn, 
pending an examination by his owner of some 
claitas for unpaid entrance money through the 
[ilinois Circuit in 1876, when the horse was in 
the hands of auother party. The race may be 
brielly described by saying that it was 

AN EASY VICTORY FOR WILLIAM R., 
a horse that has already trotted successfully 
this season. His speed and staying qualities 
were so well known among horsemen that he 
was made favorit in the pools, and the money 
laid on him was never in doubt. In the first 
heat he ailowed Forrest Golddust to lead to the 
half-mile pole, but then weat to the front, 
closely attended by Black Cloud, the pair fioish- 
ing first and second, with Windsor a close third. 
The latter borse showed terrific bursts of speea 
in every heat, and attracted attention by his 
easy way of going and gamecock appearance. 
In the third heat Jimmy Dustin got up bebind 
him and made William H. trot the first half ia 
1:18, Windsor finishing a good second in 
2:31. After the first heat 

SPECULATION ON THE RESULT WAS OVER, 
as it was apparent that—harring accident 
William H. could not lose. He did not leave his 
feet during the race, and finished in front each 
heat in easy style. There was cansiderable in- 
terest felt as to the relative standing in the race 
of Fraoces and Black Prince. bets to the amount 
of $1,500 having been made between the owners 
of those horses.

Who Went Through the Troub- 


lous Times of the Slavery 
Extension Fight. 


The Addresses of the Hon. George W. 
Julian and the Rev. Edward 
Everett Hale. 


Special Distsatch to The Tribune. 
Lawrence, Kas., Sept. 16.—Fully 30,000 peo- 
ple visited Bismarck Grove to-day to participate 
in the quarter-centennial celebration of the 


- gettlemenc of the State. It was a historic occa- 


gion, and an historie assembly. From all over the 
country came the men who took part in the early 
Kansas struggle, and whose names have passed 
into history. At 9 o’clock the Love-Feast of the 
previous evening was continued. A dozen brief 
speeches were made by old 55- ers, describing 
the sufferings and hardships endured 
by them in the great battle against 
slavery im Kansas. Some of these ex- 
periences were of absorbing interest, and 
affected the vast audience most deeply. At 
10:30 Gov. Robinson took the chair, and letters 
were read from Jay Gould, Amos Lawreuce, 
judge Trumbull, William M. Evarts, Jobn 
Sherman, I. 8. Kalloch, Senator Ingalls, James 
Freeman Clarke, John G. Whittier, and Martin 
. Conway. The letters were quite long 
and woke immense applause. Kalloch’s was all 
flourish; Evarte’ earvest; Whittier’s most 
heartfeit. After the reading of the letters, D. 
B. Anthony, who was to bave introduced Eli 
Thaver, made a brief address, and read a letter 
of regret from Mr. Thayer, who was unavoida- 
bly detained at home. 

The principal speaker of the morning— 
George W. Julian—was then introduced by ex- 
Congressman Clarke. ; 

MR. JULIAN SPOKE AS FOLLOWS: 

Allow me-to express my sincere regret that I 
lack the lunge to address this splendid audi- 
ence as I should like to in an entirely extem- 
pore speech. When one comes before a West- 
erp audience, a manuscript seems an awkward 
incumbrance; but I feel uvable to dispense with 
its use to-day. Mill, in estimating the results 
et the American Rebellion, makes the emanci- 
pation of the slaves the most important of all. 
It seems to me there was another emancipation 
more glorious and extended than that,—the 
emancipation of the American mind from the 
fetters of a tyrannous institution. When, thirty- 
three years ago, I entered the political arena, I 
saw around me many men who have since 
departed. There were Sumner, Giddings, Wi- 


don, Hale, and Garrison,—men that we all loved. 


The anviversary which we are this day to cele- 
brate bas many pleasant and many unpleasant 
memories clustered about it; pleasant when 1 
think of this country twenty-five years ago, 
popleasant when i think of the men 
_who were here twenty-five years ago, and 
who have sivce eone down to bloody 
ves. The great struggle between freedom 
and slavery began in 1854. The slave power, in 
order to perpetuate itself, was seeking to ex- 
tend its territorial domination. She had suc- 
ceeded in gaming Texas, at an ex- 
pevse of $1,000,000 to the General 
Government, and was lookmg with 
lovging eves to the fair prairies of Kansas aud 
Nebraska. By steady advances it bad robbed 
the freemen of the North of many of their 
rights, and had converted them into mere 
lave hounds, cringing before their masters. 
THE REPEAL OF TUE MISSOURI COMPKOMISE 
in 1851 ronusea Goth North and South, 
and precipitated the struggle. The Know- 
Nothing movement bad far more to do 
with the great revolution than is usually 
thought.

You try bard, and you cannot try bard 
enough, to forecast the future which is before 
Jou. There are thosein New England who paint 
as brilliant pictures of your achievements that 
are to be. As the boldest of your congratulations 
‘ot ow floats up the Connecticut Valley 

across the Merrimac and down to the 
fartkest townships of the Aroostock, there are 
thousands of fathers and motbers, and brothers 
‘and sisters who read. even asi am speaking, 
the words of your yesterday’s pride and 
enthusiasm. They rejoice with your joy; 
‘they read your memories of blood and sorrow; 
they pray with your prayers and they hope with 
your hopes. New England has been indebted 
to Kansas for one great deliverance: the Kau- 
sas and Nebraska bil! cut for the men of 
conscience the cruelest bonds that ever tied 
their hands.

Mr. Hale continued in this 
line for an hour, sketching briefly but power- 
fully the history which 1s so familiar to all, and 
closed with the following: New England bas 
long since rejoiced in the flow of the great na- 
tional Western wave over these  beautiiul 
prairics. To that wave she contributed 4,000 or 
5,000 of her sons and daughters in the very years

HAM LIN’S. 
Originally“ Blow for Blow’’—the drama pro- 
duced at this house for the second time yestcr- 
day alternoon—was a good one of the conven- 
tional sort, introducing forgery and the most 
approved double-dyed villainy, detectives, ex- 
cessively virtuous maidens, and beroic young 
men, people in high and people in humble 
life, and dealing with interesting phases of En- 
giish life; but we do not see the drama in its 
original shape now. In order to introduce his 
variety people who open the show, Mr. Hamlin 
has limited the play’s time of representation to 
about an hour and a balf; and to do 
this he has cut down scenes, weakened charac- 
ters, broken continuity, and very effectually shat- 
tered the urama generally. There is not the same 
care shown in the setting of the work visible 
in the. production of Magudlia,“ the piece 
which preceded ‘‘ Blow for Blow,“ and in some 
cases we cannot speak as favorably ot the acting 
this week as last.

YELLOW-FEVER. | 


The Disease Spreading into the 
Country from Memphis. 


Twenty-three New Cases and Seven 
Deaths in That City Yesterday. 


A General Raising of Quaran- 
tines Against New Or- 
leans.

MEM PHIS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Mempuia, Tenn., Sept. 16.—Rumors are rife 
that yellow-fever has appeared in Hopefield, 
Ark., just opposit Memphis; but as ali com- 
munication has been for a couple of months en- 
tirely cut off from Memphis by the rigid quar- 
antine regulations of the States of Arkansas and 
Tennessee, there is no way to arrive at the truth 
or falsity of the rumors. The authorities of 
Arkansas have recently been trying to effect a 
river outlet to St. Louis and the Ohio River by 
way of Hopefield; and there is a probability that 
these rumors have been started for the purpose 
of defeating that object. 

Considerable anxiety is felt in this city con- 
cerning the action of the State Board of Health, 
in session at Nashvilie to-day, on the question 
of permitting the cotton-planters to bring their 
cotton and cotton-seéd to this city for market 
during the epidemic. Strong petitions have 
gone up urging both sides of the question. It 
is agreed by many bere that there are individu- 
als making piles of money by advancing to the 
farmers sufficient funds to continue plucking 
the cotton without bringing it to market 
here. The suspension of Rule No. 6 is advo- 
eated. Another elemant favoring its enforce- 
ment is found among planters whose crops 
were mortgaged before maturity for supplies 
advanced, but who will be able to divert it from 
its proper channel by the rule excluding it from 
the Memphis market. While all this higfling 
is going on there are hundreds here who could 
make a good living by picking cotton and not 
be at all pensioners on the charity fund, if the 
quarantine rules forbidding their going in and 
out of the city, to and from the field, 
were revoked. The reasons set forth by 
the State Board for enforcing these rules,—that 
there is fear of preserying the germs of the dis- 
ease in the bales of cotton,—make the matter 
appear ridiculous to those who fail to find that 
uch a thing has ever occurred in previous epi- 
demics when cotton was handled from the boll 
to the loom and back to the consumer during 
the prevalence of an atmosphere ten-told more 
poisonous than the history of the present visita- 
tion will indicate. 

Health-Office reports show an increase in the 
number of new cases to-day, there being eleven 
whites and twelve colored on the roll. 

Undertakers report nine deaths,—three whites 
and two colored inside the city, and three white 
and one colored outside.

Also adoptea a resolution placing Belize 
Honduras on the same footing as Bay Islands, 
it having been shown that yellow-fever has not 
existed there. '

tary Director of the Auxiliary Sanitary Associa- 
tion; 8. M. Bemis, member of the National 
Board of Health, publish a statement recouot- 
ing the healthfai aud excellent sanitary condi- 
tion of the city, asserting that no person living 
or remaining in New Orleans bas been attacked 
by yellow-fever since Sept. 3; that no cases exist 
in New Orleaus at present, except one from 
Morgan City, now under treatment at the Touro 
Infirmary. They declare that, as far as human 
knowledge can reach, New Orleans is as sale a 
piace to visit aud ‘sojourn as any city in the 
United States. In view of these facts, they 
earnestly request the removal oi interior quar- 
autine restrictions, and pledge themselves to 
give due warning should actual danger arise.

~ LOCAL CRIME. 


Ellis, the Murderer Who Pleaded Guilty, 
Awaiting Sentence. 


Commencement of the Trial of the No- 
torious Friedberg. 


ELLIS--O' NEIL. 
THE CASE CONCLUDED. 

The Ellis case was resumed in the Criminal 
Court yesterday morning, quite a crowd having 
gathered to see the man who said, “I am guilty 
of murder.“ He didn’t seem to have any fear 
of possibilities, and, as usual, was cool and easy 
in his manner, and apparently not interested in 
the result. 

The prosecution put on the stand Charles 
Baker, of Harvard, III., who testified that he 
was talking with O' Neil about atrain that was 
late, when Eliis came up behind O’Neil, ana, 
when within two feet of him, took a pistol 
from his pocket, and fired at him. O’Neil cried 
out, IL am shot; Tommy Ellis shot me. Wit- 
ness grabbed Ellis’ arm, and another shot was 
fired. Ellis wrenched himself away, and walked 
briskly toward the river. He seemed somewhat 
excited, but said nothing. 

THE DEFENSE 
then resumed their case, calling witnesses who 
testified that for a year or so back Ellis had 
beep melancholy and depressed, and was easily 
excited by any discussion. 

John Mallory testified that the day before the 
shooting Ellis came into his saloon on Chicago 
avenue and seemed despondent, and did not 
speak to any one. Witness bad uoticed at 
times that he acted strangely. 

James Ellis, the father of the prisoner, an old 
man of 72, then took the stand and testified 
that he had eight children. Thomas was 35 
years old, and was in the army for three years 
and six months. He had lived at home until 
the fire, when they were burned out. Witness 
said his son was not quayrelsome, but was very 
irritabley and would become so excited over 

olitics that “the house wouldn’t bold him.“ 

is ways were always very odd. After leaving 
the employment of the road, he did not visit 
witness and avoided him on the street. When 
they did meet, Thomas always seemed down- 
hearted. 

Mrr Ebbets then made

saying that the plea of guilty under the circum- 
stances was a plea for mercy. The case was the 
most singular one in his experience. When a 
man shot down avother, the first inquiry was, 
* What was the motive!“ In this case none 
had been disclosed, and the fact should be taken 
into consideration, since, as Judge Hornblower 
said, it was some evidence that the man’s mind 
was more or iess deranged. There was no 
secrecy about the crime, which had no element 
of the ordinary assasination. Nor did the kul- 
ing come within the category of sudden heat. 
There was no testimony showing a quarrel be- 
tween the two. 

If Ellis could bring back O’ Neil by any expia- 
tory punishment be would gladly do it. A de- 
fense of insanity had not been set up, but. at the 
same time, Mr. Ebbets believed that there had 
been for years past something wrong in the 
mental constitution ot Ellis. One instant he 
broke down and cried, and on another occasion 
was calm and cool in the presence of great dan- 
ger. He had, as his father said, always been 
eccentric, and the testimony adduced went to 
show that he was not in his mental composition 
as other men were. 

In conclusion, Mr. Ebbets pleaded for mercy 
for bis client. 


STATE’S-ATTORNEY MILLS 


viewed the case in the light of other cases of 
murder and the penalties which followed,— 
that of all the cases which had been tried in the 
Criminal Court during the last ten years this, 
perhaps, involved as much the elements of pre- 
meditation and malice as anv other.

But the language of the 
statute at this time was so plain, and the con- 
struction put upon it by the Supreme Court so 
clear, that he found himself obliged to accept the 
lea, and order it to be entered and recorded.

the circumstances that had been offered in evi- 
dence, pro ana con, he should not attempt to 


avoid the responsibility of the law placed upon 


hin. 
Ellis was then remanded. He may not be sen- 
tenced for two or three weeks.

PAWN BROKER FRIEDBERG. 
TRYING TO GET A JURY. 

The trial of Lesser Freidberg, .he pawnbroker, 
under one of the two indictments against him,— 
that of receiving stolen goods,—was begun 
in the Criminal Court yesterday morning, 
and promises to be a hard-fought battle between 
State’s-Attorney Mills aud Daniel Murn and 
Augustus Van Buren, who represent the de- 
fense.

‘There was 
aiso one fatal case of small-pox,—the only one 
singe the year 1854, when the ooeration of re- 
vaccination previous to admission to the service 
was made one of the conditions of appointment.

which form one of the best features of the 
reallv admirable British postal service. Ine 
Javanese, in copying tbe British system, have 
Wisely laid much stress upon these Danks, Which 
they have introduced into their own service. 
Ihe number of depositors io Post-Office 


Savings-Banks in the United Kiigdom, 
Der. 31 last, was 1,892,756, of whom 
1. 778,010 were in Englaud and Wales, 


51,107 m Scotland, and 68,689 in Ireland; while 
at the end of 1877 the total number was 1,791, 
2 an increase during the past year 
of 101,516. The propartion of depositors to 
population wes 1 in 17 in the United Kingdom, 
lin 14in England and Wales, 1 in 70 in Scot- 
laud, and 1 in 79 in Ireland. ‘he balauce stand- 
ing to the credit of depositors, Dec. 31 last, 
together with interest accrued during the year, 
amounted to £30,411,563,—being an increase of 
£1,670,506 upon the amount at the eod of the 
vear ls77. The total amount of interest allowed 
to depositors from the establishment oi Post- 
Office Savinus-Banks to the end of 1878 is 
2, 987.032. of which 4£699.603 accrued during 
the year 1878,—being an increase of £38,144 
above the amount whicn accrued during the 
previous year. The number of deposits made 
in 1878 was 3,360,636, or 92,785 more 
than in 1877; ther total amount was 
49,485,391, or £318,853 more than in 1577; and 
their average value was £2 l6s 5d, which is the 
highest average attained since 1371, except in 
1876, when it was £2 16s 9d. ‘The number of 
witudrawals during the year 1878 was 1,304,617, 
or 51,052 more than in 1877; their total amount 
was £5,514, 188, or £430,197 more than in 1877; 
and theiraverage value £6 10s 6d, which is the 
highest average attalued since 1875, when, by a 
gradual increase, it reached £6 11s 8d. 

A question baving been raised as to 

WHAT CLASSES PRINCIPALLY USE 

the Post-Office Savings’-Bank, returns were pre- 
pared in January last on the subject. In the 
case of twenty-five small offices situated in ag 
ricultaral districts it was found that three- 
fourths of the depositors were of the following 
classes, tne order of which indicates their rela- 
tive position in point of numbers: Minors over 
7, female servants, laborers, no occupation, ar- 
tisans, unmarried women, married women. In 
order, however, obtain a fair basis for esti- 
mating the ccupationgs of the whole 
number of depositors, eighteen  dil- 
jerent offices were selected, embracing all 
varieties of locality; and, as regards 11,260 ac- 
counts examimed, the followmg statement 
shows the most numerous classes of depositors: 
Female servants, 1,064; no occupation, 1,279; 
artisans, 1,286; minors over 7, 1,186; married 
women, 1,136; tradesmen, 857; clerks, 675; 
laborers, 570; unmarried women, 405; mivors 
under 7, 397; male servants, 207; pubdiic of- 
ficials, 227; soldiers and saiiora, 225; profes- 
siopal men. 222; milliners, 137. In addition to 
the correspondesee- on thesubdject-of depositors’ 
accounts, involving, besides Dumerous printed 
forms, upwards of 12,000 mauuscript letters, 
more than 5,000 personal applications were 
made at this department in the course of the 
year. 

Statistics is said to be a dry science at best, 
but it ceems to me there are some things in the 
report which 1 have enumerated which are 
really eloquent in their bumegical logic. 


HYDROPAOBIA. 


Cases at Cleveland, 
Cleveland Leader, Sent. 16. 

But a short time ago, the Gadbaw boy and 
the Henderson boy died from the effects of 
hydropnobia, and the third case soon camé, with 
the prospect of another one. The death this 


time came Sunday night, and the victim was 
little Johnny Bramer, 7 years old, who has lived 
at No. 7 Guy street, in the Fourteenth Ward. 
The circumstances of this distressing affair are 
as follows: 

The Bramer family had last summer a dog 
which was kept tied up most of the time, being 
let loose each evening fer u short time, for ex- 
ercise. Just fifty-five days before last Saturday 
the dog was let loose in the evening, as usual. 
This had not been much more than done when 
the canine flew at the boy, biting bim severely 
in the back of the head. The father of the 
child came to his rescue while the dog was 
doing its deadly work, but as soon as Mr. 
Bramer approached the brute jumped at him, 
biting bim badly in one of his arms. He then 
ran away, aud was never after seen by the 
family. 

The wounds on the boy’s head healed, and he 
was in bis usual health till last Saturday fore- 
noon, when he began to complain of headache. 
Little attention, however, was paid to this at first 
by the parents, and the boy went to his uncle's 
Guring the forenoon. In the afternoon be re- 
turned home still troubled with the headache. 
He was then put to bed and remedies applied to 
drive away the pain. Soon after these applica- 
tions the lad seemed to be better, and got out 
of bed and went about the house feeling quite 
well. But Saturday evening he became worse and 
Dr. A. J. Cook Was called. On seeing his patient 
the Doctor was fearful it was acase which wou.d 
develop into hydropbobia. He therefore gave 
such medicine as fitted the case. The patient 
went through Saturday night sbowing but 
slight symptoms. Sunday morving these 
were still perceptibie, the boy having a 
slight twitching of the muscles when 
water was brought to him or when he 


was fanved. There was little change during 
Sunday, but Sunday afternoon Dr. Cook 
thought best to call in Dr. I. N. Himes. ‘The 


two physicians agreed as to what the slight 
symptoms pointed to, and leit the patient for 
home, with the understanding that Dr. Cook 
would watch the case during Saturday nigbt. 
This he did, but as the night advanced the boy 
grew worse rapidly, the symtoms of bydropho- 
bia showing themselyes plainly. By midnight 
the little fellow was in great misery, every now 
and then going into coavyulsions and frothing 
greatly from the mouth. He remained in this 
condition until Monday morning, when death 
came to bis relief. ¢ 

The boy is described as having been an espe- 
dally bricht lad, who was quite fond of dogs, 
and was especially so of the one that did the 
biting. 

Alter the dog left the premises, be attacked a 
cow near the railroad track, biting ber badly 
and scaring ber so much that she jumped over a 
fence, ran on the track just as a train was pass- 
ing, and was killed. 

1 * done, the dog was seen no more for sev- 
erai hours, when he came across Patrolman 
Cowan, of the Eighth Precinct, and bit him 
very severely in the third finger of his left band. 
Atter this attack the dog was killed. But now 
comes as sad a part of we affair as the death of 
the boy. The officer was bitten within a few 
hours after young Bramer was. He suffered 
considerably from the wound, but for some 
time of late bas been in his usual health. Sun- 
day, however, he was taken ill, aud Sund 1 
evening symptoms of bydrophobia appeare 
All of Sunday uicht the policeman was very 
sick, and Monday morning increased symptoms 
of the dreadfu! disease were present. 

At 1 o’clock this morning word was received 
from the Eighteenth Ward to the effect that 
Patrolman Cowan rested eas during the fore 
part of the night. The doctors will not allow 
apy one to see him. He n given water through 
a glass tube, and is very weak from lever.

Wasuinoton, D. C., Sept. 16.—Secretary 
Sherman feeis strovg in making the new order 
for the exchange of legal-tencers for silver and 
gold coin at all the Sub-Treasuries, for the rea- 
son that since Jan. 1, when resumption began, 
the total amount of legal-tenders presented for 
redemption bas been about $1,000,000, while 
the gold accumulations in the Treasury have 
increased between $15,000,000 and $20,000,000, the 
amount now on band being about $150,000,000. 
But a small amount of gold will be placed at 
each of the Sub-Treasuries, as no great demand 
is expected. The Sub-Treasuries are now ail 
prepared to receive the gold, and the new order 
will probably be issued to go into effect about 
Oct. 1. The speeches of Ewing and Tburmap, 
to the effect that resumption is only partial, will 
be entirely pointiess, and the final argumeat of 
the Greenbackers will be destroyed. 

_ The great problem ofthe Treasury now is, not 

bow to maintain resumption, but how to induce 

people to take gold for their greeubacks, and 80 

relieve the pressure on the Treasury vaults. 
WHY Is rr so? 

The Quartermaster’s office has protested sev- 
eral times ol late at the general enforcement of 
an order by which Gen. Myers has introduced 
the circuit system among bis observers. Some 
time since be directed that observers should 
not remain at the same post longer that two 
years. Accordingly many iuterchanges of 
stations are now being made.

Answer me at St. Charles 
Hotel, New Orleans. L. P. BLacKBURN. 

On reaching New Orleans this L. P. Blackburn 
telegraphed the Rebel Secretary of War again,

Walker; Can you let Kentucky bave four un- 
mounted guns from Baton Rouge!

THE NEGRO EXODUS. 


A. Paper from Frederick Douglass Before 
the Social Science Association Opposing 
the Movement. 

SaraTooa, Sept. 12.—At the meeting of the 
Social Science Association to-day a paper by 
Frederick Douglass on The Negro Exodus 
from the Gulf States was read by Prof. Frau- 
cis Wayland, Mr. Dougless not being present. 
The paper was very long, and was substantially 
as follows: 

„It is said that the exodus is all the work of 
the defeated and disappointed demagogs, 
white and biack, who bave been burled from 
place and power by the meu of property and 
intelligence in the South. There may de 
some truth in tbis theory. It is furtner 
said that the exodus is the work of Sen- 
ator Windom. His resolution and speech in 
the Senate last winter are said to bave set 
this black ball in motion. It need not be denied 
that there is truth in this allegation. Politica! 
tricksters, land speculators, defeated office- 
seekers, Northern mahguants,sbeeches and reso- 
lutions in tbe Senate, unaided by other causes, 
could not of themselves set such a multitu- 
dinous exodus in motion. Negroes tell us that 
they are very badly treated at the South. They 
have to pay double the value of nearly every- 
thing they buy; landowners are in league to 
prevent landholding by negroes; the murder of 
a black man by a white man is followed by no 
conviction or punishmeut; and the old slave 
driver’s whip bas reappeared, and the iunuman 

nd disgusting spectacle of the chain-gang is 

— to be seen. They despair of any 

change for the betrer, declaring that the negro’s 


only means of safety is to leave the South. 


With power bebind him at work for him the 
negro of the South may bide his time. The 
permanent powers of the Guverumen: are ail 
on bis side. Of one thing we may be certain, 
the negro will either be counted at the polls or 
pot be counted inthe basis of representation. 
The South must let the negro vote or sur- 
render its representation in Congress. 
‘Lhe chosen horn of this dilema 
will be to let the negro vote unmo- 
lested. Without abating one jot ot our borror 
and indignation at the outrages committed iu 
some parts of the Southern States against the 
negro, we cannot but regard the present agita- 
tion of an Alrican exodus from the South as 
iil-temed. (There is a growing recognition of 
the duty and obligation of the American people 
to guard, protect, aud defend the personal and 
political rights of all the people of the States. 
At a time so full of bope and courage it is un- 
fortunate thatacry of despair should be raised 
in behalf of the colored people; unfortunate 
that men are going over the country beggu in 
the name of the poor colored man of the Soutn. 
‘These meu do the colored peopie a real damage. 
The country will be told of the bundreds who 
go to Kansas, but pot ol the thousands who 
stay in Mississippi and Louisiana. ‘he business 
of this vation is to protect its citizens where 
they are, not totrausport them where they will 
need no protection. It leaves the whole ques- 
tion of equal richts upon the soil of the South 
Oben and still to be settied, witb the moral in- 
fluence of exodus against us. If the people of 
this country cauuot be protected in every State 
ot this Union we Government of the United 
States is shorn of its dignity and power, and the 
late Rebellion bas triumphed. 

Emigration should be a last resort. There 
are prodigai sous everywhere who are ready to 
demand we portion of goods that would fail to 
them and betake themselves to a strange coun- 
try. The habit of roaming from place to piace 
iu pursuit of better conditions of existence ig by 
no means a good one. 

It mas safely be asserted that, whether ad- 
vocated and commended to favor on the ground 
that it will increase the political power of the 
Republican party and thus help to make a solid 
North against a solid South, or upon the ground 
that it will increase che power and influence of 
the colored peopie as a political element and 
enable wem the better to protect their rights 
and insure their moral and sociai elevation, the 
exodus will prove a disappointment, a mistake, 
aud a failure, because as to strengthening the 
Republican party the emigrants will go only to 
those States where the Republican party 
is strong and solid epough aiready with- 
out their votes; and in respect 
to the other part of the argument, it will fai 
because it takes colored votefs from a section 
where they are sullicienuUy numerous to elect 
some of their own number to places of prollit 
and honor, and places them in a country where 
their proportion to other classes will be so small 
as not to be recognized as a political element or 
entitled to be represented by one ol themselves. 

** Another argument in favor of this emigra- 
tion is, that having a numerical superiority in 
Mississippi, Louisiana, and South Carolina, and 
thereby possessing the ability to choose sume of 
their own number to represent them in the State 
and Nation, they are necessarily brought intoan- 
tagouism with the white race and lovite the 
very political persecution of which they com- 
plain. So they are told that the best remedy 
ior this persecution is to surrender the right 
given them by the Constitution and the Gov- 
ernment of electing men of eolor to office. Ihey 
al e not to Overcome prejudice and persecutiun 
where it is, but to go where it is not. Exodus 
would take him from a country where the land- 
owners aud planters must have his labor, to a 
couutry where the landowners are able and 
proud to do their own work and do not 
need to hire hands except for limited 
periods at certain seasons of the year. ‘They 
will be crowded iuto city laves and alleys, poor- 
ly provided with the necessaries of life, aud wil! 
greduaily die out. Let uim stay were if he can 
und save both the South and himself to civiliza- 
tion. The American people are bound to keep 
the north gate of me South open to black aud 
white, II it is attempted by iorce or fraud to 
compel the colored people to stay there, iney 
should by all means go, aud die, if need be, in 
the attempt. It will not be wise fur the Soutu- 
erp slavenolders and their successors to suape 
Lucir policy upon the presumption that the ne- 
groes’ cowardice or forbearance has no limit. 
To torcibiy dam up the stream of emigration 
would be a measure of extreme madness as weil 
as of oppreseion. ‘Lhe cry of Land and Lib- 
erty,’ the watchword of the Nibilistic party iu 
Kussia, has a music sweet to the ear of all op- 
pressed peoples; and well shall u be for the 
land-holders oi the South if they shall learn 
wisdom iu time and adopt such a course of just 
treatment toward the landless laborers of the 
South as shall make this popular walchword un- 
kuowa among their laborers.” 

At tue close oi the reading of Mr. Douglass’ 
paper, R. T. Greener, President of the Law 
School of Howard University, Washington, re- 
piied to it. Lhe immediate causes ol tue exo 
aus, be said, were found in the atlidavits of ref- 
ugees,—privation from excessive reuts, murders 
lor po.iticai opinions, thriitless babits on tue 
part ol biacks aud whites alike, too much cred- 
it aud overcharges for the uecessaries of liie. 
Lhe negro was devoted to the Republican party 
by ties of gratituae; bis ndelny to it was bis 

doom. Overproduction of cotton, the low price 
of that staple, and the fact that the negro be- 
gins in debt, owning notum, and no further 
reasons are necessary for the exodus.

ed. hen his house was scarched his wile at 
once guessed what a borribie meal sbe had eat- 
en, aud her husband tranukly told the police that 
it was so, and declared that be would do the 
same thing over again if be bad the chance.

The General Managers and General Freight

in session all day yesterday, and did not ad- 
journ until 9 o’clock in the evening. They 
were trying to reorganize the old Southwestern 
Railway Association. So far, however, but little 
headway has been made, and it may take sev- 
eral days more before a final conclusion is 
reached. Yet sufficient headway has been made 
to raise hopes among the railroad men that a 
favorable result will be bad. As already 
stated, Monday evening the Committee of five 
to whom was intrusted the task of agreeing 
upon a plan for popling the Southwestern 
business, and deciding as to what territory and 
roads should be included in the poo!,reported that 
they were unable to come to an understanding. 
A majority and minority report were submitted. 
The former was signed by seven of the roads, 
and the latter by one. The statement made in 
THe TRIBUNE that it was the Missouri Pacific 
which beld out turus out to have been correct. 
This road wanted to be recognized as a Chicago 
line via the Vandalia and Illinois Central Rail- 


roads, which concession the Chicago roads re- 
fused to make. The report in a morning paper 
that it was Gould that held out, and that be 
wanted 33 per cent of the business, was purely 
fictitious. Mr. Gould took no active part io the 
proceedings whatever, and the question of di- 
visions did not come up at all, as before that 
could be done the territorial limits bad to 
be agreed upon. Besides Gould’s Wabash 
line from Chicago could not ask nearly as much 
as stated, as there are three direct lines already 
running from this city te Missouri River points, 
each of which is entitled to a larger share than 
the Wabash. 

On reassembling yesterday morning, the re- 
ports were discussed at some length, aud efforts 
were made to come to an understanding. Fail- 
ing in this, a sub- committee was appointed, con- 
sisting of Mr. C. W. Smith, Traue Mavager 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy; R. R. Cable, 
assistant to the President Chicago, Rock Island 
& Paelfle; and A. A. Talmadge, Missouri Pacille, 
to further consider the matter, and come to an 
understanamg u possible. After a long confer- 
ence, the Committee succeeded in their work, ne 
Missouri Pacitic witndrawing its claim for a share 
of the Chicago business. After une Committee had 
made their report to che general meeting, it was 
uoapimously agreed to organize ano.her pool to 
Musouri River points. 

A resolution was then adopted that, in case 
the roads represented at tuns meeting should 
disagree upon any points, such questions sbou'd 
be relerred to arbitrators. Ihe meeting is to 
appoint two wen, neither of whom has apy con- 
nection with the roads interested in this pool, 
und these will have to appointathird. Should 
these arbitrators fail to agree, or their decision 
be upsatisiactory, then the matter is to be sub- 
mitted to the Iruuk Line Arbitrators at New 
York, whose decision shall be final. 

Ine question of territorial limits was then 
taken up, aud they got as far as to agree 
upon the limits of the Chicago lines. They 
inciude the Chicago. Burlington & Quincy, 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, and Chicago & 
Alton, together with the two connections of 
the Buriington,—the Hannibal & St. Joe and 
the Kansas City, St. Joe & Council Bluffs. This 
embraces substantially the same territorial lim- 
its and the same roads as the old Southwest- 
ern Railway Association. No notice was taken 
of the Wabash extension to tnis city, as the line 
is not yet completed. When it is ready for 
business at this point, it will doubtless be ad- 
mitted, and be given a proportionate share of 
the business. 

The territorial limits of the St. Louis roads 
will be decided upon at the meeting to-day. Lhe 
roads from St. Louis will be tne St. Louis, Kau- 
sas City & Northern, the Missouri Pacific, and 
the Cnicago & Aiton. ‘he Wabash will 
also get a share of the busicess from 
the Bavnibal & St. Joe at Quincy aud Hannibal. 
When all this has been done, then comes the 
real tug of war,—the division of business or 
earnings between the various lines. It is not 
believed that the roads will be able to agree 
upon this matter, and the services of the 
arbitrators will undoubtedly have to be brought 
juto requisition. It is the inteation to include 
in the new pool not only the freight, but aleo 
the passenger business. The General Passenger 
Agents of all the roads are now in the city, in 
order to be on hand when their services are 
needed. 


BURLINGTON, CEDAR RAPIDS & 
NORTHERN. 
Special Correspondence of The «vribwme 

Des Moss, la, Sept. 14—The reported 
lease of the Burlington, Cedar Rapids 
& Northern by the Chicago & Rock Island has 
kicked up quite a bobbery. While the terms of 
the lease have been published, and Mr. Cable, 
assistant to President Riddle, is reported ae 
saying they have the road sure and will run it 
for all itis worth, Attorney-General Drake, of 
the Burlington, Cedar Rapids & Northern, is 
reported as positively declaring the Chicago & 
Rock Island have not got the road. He says it 
will require the ratification of the stockholders 
at their meeting in June to complete the trans- 
fer, and as opposing interests control the stock 
Lhe vote will not be given, and the Rock Island 
will ultimately fail to get the road. So strong 
is the belief in this result that Manager Wins- 
low will go ahead with the road buildings at 
Iowa City, and the improvements on Ralston 
Creek. 

Per contra, those who know the managers otf 
the Rock Island are well convinced thut chey 
have oot been so unusually stupid as got to 
koow who held the stock of thai road beiore 
they invested in their purchase. President Kid- 
dle don’t do business in that way. It is very 
natural that lowa City, who has just voted ai 
large tax to aid the extension of the Burling, 
tou, Cedar Rapids & Nor.werp, sbould iel ge 
cidedly petulaut at floding itself alter ail ony | 
station on the Rock Island, when she supposed 
sue nad purchased and paid for the benetiisof a 
competing pomt on a rival read. Muscacine, 
West Liberty, and Columbus‘dunctier aiso are 
placed io the same fix, It is evident there wil 
be a contest for we possession ol the road, but 
the Rock Island pow oave an immense advan- 
tage. It is thougbt by sume the interests of the 
Culcago & Northwestern may be such in the 
stock as to result in a compromise by 
whickd the road will de aivieed = ai 
Cedar Rapids, ail north of that going to the 
Chicago & Northwestera, but the St. Faul and 
Minnocapoiis interests are decidedly opposed to 
that, ‘hey much prefer a connection with the 
Chicago & Rocu Islaud. 

It nas deen said the Rock Isiand secured this 
road so as to provide a St. Louis connection,— 
whereas the trathe of St. Louis doesn’t amount 
to a hill of White beans. ‘lie trame of the Cor 
cago & Rock Island alone, Wien goes into Chi- 
cago, would gorge St. Louis in tweoty-four 
hours. She couldn't hanule it. All epecula- 
tion as to making St. Louis connections with 
lowa roads are absurd. Even the new boasted 
St. Louis & Council Bluffs Koad, which bas been 
subsiuized through lowa on the ground that it 
was to be a St. Louis road, now that the taxes 
are vuted and iuods secured, turns out an 
Eastern consolidated road, with Chicago con- 
nections, and a Chicago man at the head 
of it. The only interest in lowa 
opposed to Chicago, Which has any weight or 
power, is that of Milwaukee, Mavager Merrill, 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, is spread- 
iug bis iron over a good deal ot territory, and to 
good pur bose. So loug as the Eastern seaboard 
is wie ultimate destination of the surpius prod- 
uct of lowa, to1s Milwaukee connection is vastly 
more important to this State than St. Louis. 

The Burlington, Cedar Rapids & Northern is 
of wore value to the Chicago & Rock Island 
than the Chicago & Northwestero, as will be 
seen by its connections. It runs from Burling- 
tou northeasterly to Albert Lea, in Minnesota, 
a iew wiles from the State line, a distance of 
243 miles.

NORTHWESTERN SUBURBAN RATES 

Yesterday morning a committee, headed by 
the Hon. Charles B. Farwell, called upon Mr. 
Hugbitt, General Manager of the Northwestern, 
and presented a petition signed by nearly every- 
body living along the line of the road between 
here and Racine, asking for a reduction in the 
suburban rates of fare. Mr. Hughitt said he 
would give the subject his careful consideration, 
and would bring the matter before the others 
interested, and in due time would give the pe- 
titioners an answer, Owing to the general in- 
terest taken in the subject, and the large num- 
ber of persons using the suburban trains of the 


Northwestern, the substance of the petition is 
given. 

The petitioners first make the follow com- 
parison between the Northwestern’s suburban 
rates and those of the Burlington & Quincy:

These figures show, they say, that the mem- 
bers ot the families of commuters must 
pay for their irequent visite to Chicago 
lares from 40 to per cent bigher than 
those paid for traveling the same distance 
the members of the families of commuters 
the other road. Nor, it is alleged, are the 
Burlington’s fares exceptionally low. The 
Illinois Central issues ten ride tickets, un- 
limited, at 10 cents per ride to Hyde Park. The 
Pittsburg & Fort Wayne sells twenty-five ride 
unlimited tickets to South Chicago, fifteen 
miles, at 15 3-10 cents per ride. The Lake Shore 
& Michigan Southern sells family tickets for 
18 cents to South Chicago. ‘The Rock Island 
sells 100 ride tickets, good for any builder, 
unlimited, to Washington Heights, 11 7-10 
miles, ac $14. The rates on the Northwestern 
have been at the present figures for many 
years, aud have remained unchanged, while 
prices of all sorts have greatly deciived. Rail- 
way supplies and service are cheaper than they 
were, and the cost of carrying passengers must 
have decreased correspondingly. In view of 
these facts, the petitioners request that the 
schedule of commutation and family tickets be 
reduced, so that they may be placed on an 
equality with other towns at equal distances on 
other railrvads running out of Chicago. 


GRAND TRUNK AND GREAT WEST- 
ERN, 

The proposed fusion of the Grand Trunk and 
Great Western Raiiroads of’ Canada is still 
being opposed by a majority of the Canadian 
papers. The following from the London Fre 
dress exbibits the feeling that is aroused over 
the subject: 


Sir Henry Tyler, of the Grand Trunk, has issued 
what has been called an ultimatum to the Great 
Western people, im which bessys: Lou may 
either continue tae policy adopt by your Com- 
pany for so many years, which has proved so dis- 


astrous, or you may join the Grand Trunk, which - 


is now acquiring a perfectiy independent position 
in Chicago and elsewhere, and which will be able 
in future to afford you facilities for protection 
against that loss of which, in breaking with your 
oid allles, the American lines, you so mucn 
dread. Whicn may be all very true. But why is 
the Grand ‘Trung 60 very anxious for the interests 
or the Great Western? Taen, again, is it iu any 
sense true that the decline in receiots during tae 
past three or four years isin any way atirivutable 
to the want of an amalgamation with tae Grand 
Trunk? If they were to pool their purses to-day, 
would the Great Western add anything to tae traf- 
fic it obtains’? Rather, would it not excite retalia- 
tion on the part of the VanJeroiit interest, and 
bring about the very result which it is hoped to 
avoid? ‘The fact is that the Great Western is, 60 
far as its main business goes, an American road, 
though lying witnin tae Canadian territory. Its 
through rates for ireigat and passengers are gov- 
erned by those ruling on the American line 


and it will have to be governe 
by those rates whether acting for itself, 
as at present, or when assdciated with 


the otner line. The remark of Sir Henry Tyler as 
to the continuance ofa policy which ** forso many 
years has proved disastrous is ajtogeitber mie 
leading. If disaster there has been, it has arisen 
from undue competition whica the American hnes 
forced upon it, not from any disadvantage arising 
from operating with a different management, 
staff. and exchequer from the Grand Triink. But 
the amusing paitof itis the air of fataerly pro- 
tection which Sir Henry assumes to tarow around 
the sister railway. He says be will be able to 
afferd faci ities for protection. It may be taken 
as conclusive that if the Grand Trunk opens up in- 
dependent connections with Chicag., and is able to 
maintain toem, it will not give the benefit of tuose 
conuections to the other lines. It would aot ve 
reasonavie to expect it. Tae position whica the 
Western would hoid would then be that it would 
bave quarreled wito old friends without being able 
to enforce oeneficial conditions with the new. ‘he 
Grand ‘trunk would be able to secure a share of 
the jucrative Canadian ousipess which falls to the 
Great Western, waile the latter would be cut off o 
virtue of retaliation or the part of Mr. Vancerbilt 
frum almost all of the through business it now ob- 
tains. In fact, the scheme won't work!,

HISTORICAL SOCIETY.

There is a penalty fixed of $10 
for each paper so mailed. umerous cases are 
coming to light day after day, and there prom- 
ises to be a rich barvest of petty fines cor- 
ered into the Treasury of Uncle Sam. One 
case of an Omaha hotel-keeper is oeculiarly in- 
structive. He sent out about 100 papers con- 
taininga notice of his hotel, inclosing in each 
his card with a note to bis patrons calling atten- 
tion to the advantages of his hosteiry. About 
sixty of these violations of the law fell into the 
hands of Special-Agent John B. Fury, and the 
unfortunate host is stuck for some $600. The 
provisions of this law seem to be very generally 
misunderstood or forgotten, or else people be- 
lieve thatthe postal-clerks do not open each 
paper and package. This, however, is the case, 
and the public generally should understand 
what a violation of the regulations involres. 


District-Attorney Leake is busily engaged in 
preparing his docket and getting ready for fall 
business. A lot of time-worn cases, including 
those against the second-baten whisky men, 
will ouce more come to the surface, and, by a 
bare possibility, may be finally worked off the 
books. It is expected that the new Grand Jury 
will be summoned some time next month, 
though. under the new law, an additional Jurv 
Commissioner, or the opposite side of the fence 
politically from the Clerk of the Court, must be 
selected before the exalted inquisitors can be 
chosen. As tne Clerk, Mr. Drummond, is a 
Republican, the new man must necessarily be a 
Democrat. There has deen no great 
amount of pressing forward as yet on 
the part of candidates, presumably 
for the reason -that the position doesn’t pay 
anything, and to the average Democrat is there- 
fore undesirable. The Grind Jury, when it 
does get together, ougat to finish up its busi- 
ness ina couple of weeks, since it will have 
nothing but little cases to attend to outside of 
the match-boad iniquities, and they are such 
palpavle frauds that it ought not to take very 
long to br ug in a batch of indictments covering 
the offenders counected with them.

GRANITE COLUMNS. 
THE NEXT MOVE IN THR GAME. 

The action of the Council on the City-Hall 
question at its last meeting served to create 
somewhat of astir yesterday in certain circles. 
The Mayor expressed himself as entirely satis- 
fied at having been left out of the arbitration 
whichit is sapposed will follow, and, while it 
might have been intended as an aTront to him. 
he would take no exceptions, from the fact that 
there was an understinding between bim and 
Mr. Waller on the subject, and the latter would 
do nothing without bis advice and consent. 

Mr. Waller was sick, but the Council resolu- 
tion loading nim with so much additional re- 
sponsibility seemed to have a rejuvenating ef- 
fect upon him, and early in the day he sat down 
at his home and wrote a lengthy letter to the 
contractors on the subject. The reporter could 
not get bold of the letter, nor could he learn 
mach about it, bat he managed to get at some 
part of its. contents. It appears to have deen 
a straightforward document, inclosing a copy 
of the Council resolutions, and  offer- 
ing as Only condition of  settie- 
meat with the contractors that they 
deduct from the amount of their original con- 
tract on account of substituting granite for 
Bedford stone for the columns and pilasters a 
su m equal to the amouut figured upon by them 
as the cost of the columns and pilasters in the 
stone in question. Further than this the Com- 
missioner went on to say that. in no event. 
would he be inclined to allow the contractors a 
bonus for yielding their rights, evc. ‘The letter

But it appears. that the contractors are not 
the only ones who. propose to figure in the dis- 
pute, and, as the wraugle proceeds, the sur- 
roundings are growing more inexplicable. The 
Chicago & Bedford Stone Company ciaim to 
have some rights, and they seem inclined to 
look to them, for no sooner had tne Mayor’s 
veto of the original order of the Council been 
read, wherein it was intimated that the con- 
tractors could not get the stone from the Bed- 
tord quarries for the eolumns and pilasters, 
than they indited a letter to Mr. Waller and the 
Mayor, intended to disabuse their minds of any 
suek im pressious. It informed them that they 
had given the city a lease of the quarries in 
question to guarantee the filling of the con- 
tract, and that they bad not only entered into a 
contract with Messrs. Thomlinson & Reed to 
furoish the stone in question, but were actually 
quarrying the material for the columus and 
pilasters. The letter went further, and gave 
notice to the city thatif any change was made 
iD the original contract at this time they would 
hold the city responsible with Messrs. Ihomlin— 
son & Reed for any damages that might accrue 
to them on account of che change. 

Tais is about the shape in which matters 
stood last night, andi the situation may be said 
to be anything else than plain, simple, or easy 
of solution. Yesterday the settlement of the 
troubie hinged upon the city and the contract- 
ors being able to reach an agreement as to the 
amount to be deducted by the contractors in 
the event of the change to granite be- 
ing made, but now the Chicago & Bedford 
Stone Company demand damages in the 
event of the change being made, which 
does not make the outlook very hopeful 
for either the city or the contractors, for, if the 
latter are to be sued for damages, provided 


they consent to a change, the inducement for 


them to compromise with the city on 
the question of reductions cannot be said to be 
very great. Something may be done in the 
premises to-day, but, with these additional com- 
plications, it is impossibie to foretell what it 
willbe. The contractors do not know what to 
do, and the city is in about the same fix; but. 
since the Bedford stone ia being gotten out. it 
would not be surpris!ngo see ithe granite idea 
aropped entirely, unless the Council interferes 
again. Aud here comes another difficulty,—for 
it is generally conceded that grauite should be 
used. in any event—iet Mr. Waller and the 
contractors agree to what they wili—there 18 
trouble ahea |

Now, thanks to a visit to 
a Murphy meeting in Columbus, O., about two 
years ago, he had become a s@per, steady man, 
and entirely free from the sha@tkles of intem- 
perance. 

A lady from Rockford gave a brief account of 
the work being accomplished in that city in tem- 
perance, great progress be ug made in closing 
saloons and bampering the saloon-keepers. 

A young man returned thanksto the women 
for bis reformation, as he was ouce hardened iu 
sin, but bad lately become a Curistian. He said 
the women of Citicago were doing a royal work, 
and God would bless them for it. 

A committee of turee was appointed to select 
three delegates to the National Convention of 
the Women’s Christian Temperance Union, to 
be held at indianapolis Oct. 20 the following 
ladies were selected by the Committee, and they 
were subsequently elected by the Convention: 
First District—Mrs, Bomeroy; alternate, Mrs. 
Cummings. Second District—Mra. Carse; al- 
ternate, Mrs. Case. Third District—Mrs. Ha- 
gans; alternate, Mrs. A. J. Brown. 

The Convention then adjourned. 


SLAUGHTERING ROW. 
HEALTH-COMMISSIONER D’WOLF 
had a heavy case before him yesterday, and it 
came so suddenly as to almost upset him. At 
an early hour in the forenoon his office 
was invaded by a few  property-hoiders 
and residents of the vicinity of Twenty-ninth 
street and South Park avenue. Some of them 
came to protest against allowing P. Meahan to 
doa slaughtering-house business under their 
noses, and others to insist that if the slauchter- 
ing business was done away with the public 
health would suffer in that locality. The forces 
were about equally divided as to numbers, and 
their stories were just as opposit as could be. 

A Mr. Howes testified that he owned No. 317 
South Park avenue, which was next door to the 
slaughter-house, and that he had not been able 
torent it because of its proximity toa public 
nuisance. 

A Mr. Paul, who paid a rental of $5 a month, 
and whose parlor window looked out 
upon the blood and i offal, said he 
regarded the situation as perfectly delightful, 
and that there had been such a demand for the 
premises he occupied that his heartiess land- 
lord nad raised his rent on him. 

A saloou-keeper across the wav could not find 
language to properly express bis gratitude to 
the slaughter-house mao, tor his beer tasted 
sweeter, his whisky gained age more rapidly. 
and if the establishment was removed or de- 
clared to be a nuisance he would at once sell bis 
property and locate where such public booaos 
were tolerated and flourished. 

The owner of the—to Mr. Howes and others— 
objectionable premises, however, was per- 
haps the most interesting witness. He 
kept a clean place, he said, and 
his slaughter-house was a sort of 
a summer garden. everybody visited it. and its 
removal would result in disease and death to the 
entire commanity. Those who had lived in Mr. 
Howe’s house had been perfectly delighted with 
the odors, and saved annual trips to the water- 
ing-places and the sea-side in quest of pure air. 
The trouble really had been, of late, that the 
people believed the bouse to be haunted, and 
this was why they had foregone the pleasure of 
living by the side of his place. He bad never 
seen any ghosts there, but people talked about 
it, and something had been priuted in the papers 
on the subject, and this was the trouble. 

Dr. De Wolf listened very patiently to the 
various stories, and, patterning after the latter- 
day Justice of the Peace, took the whole matter 
under advisement. That the neighbors, who 
have been fattening on the odors of, the 
slaughter-house, and have been delighted to 
have it under their windows, will be robbed of 
its presence at an early day, however, is ap- 
parent, for there is not only violent kicking 
against his estabtisnment by many, but the 
owner of the lots where he feeds his cattie has 
ordered him to vacate. ihe Doctor regards the 
slaughter-house as a nuisance in the location 
where it is, though it may not give out any of- 
fensive odors, but will make no order in the 
matter until he consults the Mayor.

GEN. SHERMAN. 


A Sharp Letter to North Carolina Ex-Con- 
feds. 

CINCINNATI, Sept. 16.— An Zaguirer special 
from Salisbury, N. C., says: A grand reunion 
of the Survivors of the Confederate and Federal 
armies has been arranged to take place here on 
the 3a of October. Invitations were sent to 
poth armies. Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan politely re 
fused on account of pressing basiuess engage- 
ments. He expressed his hope of the success of 
the movement. Gen. W. I. Sherman wrote a 
letter which has created no little excitement. 
The letter is as follows: 


The time is too remote for me to make a promise, 

dut | assure vou that it would oe most agreeable to 
me, persona ly and socially, to meet you on any 
suitable occasion, —there is no use in my mincing 
terms, —whenever and wherever the honest men of 
North Carolina seek to allay sectional and party 
animosities, and to cultivate feelings of fraternal 
respect for tneir fellow-citizens of the United 
States. It will de to me most tempting to come to 

Salisbury. I would far prefer to come alone than 
as before, with a vast army, leaving desolation be- 
hind, but I must not be construed as assenting to 
the proposition that the Confederates and Unton 
men were alike worthy of celebration for the terri- 
bie history of 1861-’65. I would much prefer vo 
come on some civic occasion, when all are abso- 
lutely equal, —all alike interested in the present 
and future glory of ourcommon country. There 
were afew Union soldiers from North Carolina 
during the War, though we believe the people gen- 
erally were opposed to secession, and I WII say 
that your meeting, if confined to the surviving sol- 
diers of North Carolina, will be, in fact, a Con- 

federate reanion, where i would: certainly be out 

vf place. All soldiers, in taeir social reunions, 

giorify their deeds of heroism, and this reunion 
will hardly be anexception. and it would bea 
strange sight for Gen. Sherman to cheer the vic- 
tories of his enemtes, and respond to the claim 
that, because the soldiers of North Carolina were 
brave and true to thoir State and section, therr 
cause wasas sacred as ours, whica finally 
triumphed and made our Union more glorious and 
more resplendeat than before. Were I present, 
and you saould suppress tais natural feeling, 1 
would feel myseli an intruder, marring the natural 
happiness of he festive occasion. know that 
the soldier element was tne first to lay aside tne 
angry partisan feelings of the War, and are now 
leaders in the new epoch which is soon to add 
weaith and prosperity to our whole country, and 
when some occcasion arises when we may all 
meet on common ground in North Caroiina to 
celevratefszome Revolutionary event, or to encoar ; 
aze some modern enterprise, it will give me great 
pleasure to come to Salisbury, to Raicigh. to Guil- 
ford Court-House, or to any otner place in the old 
North State. 


LAKE GENEVA FISH-CULTURE.

LAKE Geneva, Wis., Sept. 16.—The Hon. N. 
K. Fairbank, Illinois State Fish Commissioner, is 
succeeding finely in establishing his Trout Park 
ut the head of the leke. On a tract of 157 
acres he has crected a two-story house, with five 
rooms for the keeper, about eighty rods from 
the lake, and bas already finished two ponds, 
which are fed with living springs. The first 
pond is fourteen by eizhty feet, and will be 
used for Californiasalmon. After the young 
fish are hatched in the hatchery at the village 
they will be placed ion this pond and fed fora 
year, at the end of which time they will be 
about six inches in length, and can then be 
turned loose into the lake to care for them- 
selves.

Scenes and Circumstances of the 
Lemper County Killing. 


A Trumped-Up Charge of Murder 
Brought Against Chisolm. 


a Negro Confesses the Crime of Which 


He Was Accused on the Gallows. 


Signs of Prosperity in the South and Re- 
turning Vigor. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 

Dr Kas, Miss., Sept. 14.—This is the county- 
seat of Kemper County. it is thirteen miles 
trom Scooba, the nearest railroad station ou the 
Mobile & Ohio Railroad. It has a population of 
spout 300 people, who live upon the patronage 
of the country. The situation of the place is 
isolated and lonesome. It is a woody country, 
pine being the prevailing timber, with a sprink- 
ling of beech, maple, oak, and gum trees. The 
surface of the country is diversified by hills and 
galieys,—now rising in gentie undulations and 
then descending into swamps. ‘The soil is com- 
posed of sand and red clay, and not specially 
productive. Cotten is the staple crop, though 
corn and sweet potatoes are raised in small 
quantities. The very best land is worth in the 
market about $5. per acre, the poorest 50 
cepts an acre. ‘The average crop of cotton 
runs about one bale of 500 pounds to three 
acres. There is little growth or prosperity in 
Kemper County. There is vo immigration, and 
the iscrease of the population is owing to nat- 
gral causes. It is 

ONE OFTHE WILDEST AND POOREST COUNTIES 
of Mississippi, and the people iu a measure par- 
take of the characteristics of the country. In 
aute-bellum times this was a great slave-holding 
district. ‘lhe black population now exceed the 
white. Many ot the old slaves still work for 
their former masters on the old plantations 
where they were born and bred. Some of the 
eolored people here now own small farms, but 
usually tne white planter hires the colored la- 
This section of country 
was not visited by either the armies of the 
North or South during the War, and the blacks 
were held in servitude until 1865, after tire sur- 
render of Lee at Appomattox. 

There are few schools in Kemper County, few 
churches, and no newspapers to speak of. The 
young ladies and gentlemen of the better class 
are sept abroad to be taught. Such are usually 
well educated... The masses of the people are 
narrow minded and ignorant, and are governed 
by no higber law than their ohn passions and 
desires. As à rule, the adult male population 
go about their daily occupations armed, II they 
get into a difficuly with any ove, they expect to 
shoot or get shot. The only man who has been 
bung in this county for murder since the War 
was a colored mau named 

WILLIAM RILEY, 
who killed a man named Dabs some years ago, 
and who confessed on the gallows to being the 
murderer of John W. Guiley in 1877. While 
in servitude, it is said, Gulley once gave the 
negro Riley a severe flogemg. and that he 
cherished a feeling of resentment against him 
for years, and afterwards took his life. Gulley 
was an old man, wealthy aud iofluential. He 
was waylaid and shot in a ghost-haunted place 
hear tais town dy luley, who fired at him from a 
thicket aud killed him. Guiley bad been pre- 
viously wounded by an assasiu some time prior 
to this, and at the time of his murder was still 
suffering from the burt.

He stated that he stole the gun with 
which he did the shooting from the bouse of a 
colored man who bad ouce worked for Judge 
Chisolm, but who was not then in his employ. 
This isthe extent of the evidence of Judge 
Chisolm’s convection with the killing of John 
W. Guiley. This was the basis of the affidavit 
for the arrest of Chisolm on the charge of the 
murder of John W. Guliey. It was 
A FLIMSY PRETEXT, 

but it answered the purposes of the conspirators 
who had resolved on Chisoim’s death. lie was 
8 bold and successful rival, and opposed to the 
Guliey family in politics. With Cbisolm alive 
they could not expect to control the county as 
Cuisolm bad for his 
allies the best men of the county, such as the 
Rosenbaums, the Hopovers, the Dukes, and others 
oi the representative class of citizens. He 
was too strong an adversary to be allowed to 
have his Own way. A mau iu a distant part of 
the county who knew nothing of Chisolm, and 
who did not even know that John W. Gulley 
was dead, was procured to make the aflidavit 
against Chisoim containing allegations of mur- 
der. This was obtained by the Gulleys by 
fraud and perjury. Armed with this document, 

“wy Went among their neighbours, who were not 
atquainted with the facts, and obtained their 
sympathy and support. ‘hey nersuaded them 
to eugage in the massacre of April 29, 1877. At 
the grave of John MW. Gulley they circulated 
rumors and aroused suspicions against Clisoim 
which caused a feeling of resentment to be 
created against him. They nursed and fed tne 
flame. Ihey called a meeting at the gin-house 
at uight, where men with broad hats aud

rode out of the silent woods and shadows and 
met to consult together about the killing of 
Chisoim and bis friends. ‘When they arrived at 
De Kalb the following morning they visited 
the bouse of a Justice of the Peace at daylight,

olim, the two Hoppers, Gilmer, and Rosenbaum. 


_ Gilmer and Rosenbaum resided at Scooba, thir- 


teen miles distant. The Sheriff waited upon 
Chisolm at his house Sunday morning shortly 
alter daylight, and informed bim that be had a 
his arrest, and that he had a warrant 
for the arrest of Rosenbaum and Gilmer also. 
Chisolm, conscious of his own innocence, in- 
formed the officer of the law that be was willing 
to give himself up to be tried for any offense 
Wat could be charged against him. He dis- 
batched a colored messcuger with a note to 
Gilmer and Rosenbaum iniorming them of their 
arrest, and desiring them to come to De Kalb 
and give themseives up. In obedience to this 
summons Gilmer and Rosenbaum rode oyer to 
De Kalb immediately and gave themselves up.

the same as North, and thata murderer’s neck 
was just as much in danger in Kemper County, 
Mississippi, as in Cook County, IIlinois. The 
opportunity passed away simply because the 
public sentiment of the county was not strong 
enough to uphold the law. The result is, that 
the Nation stands appalled at the atrocity of the 
crime committed by the Gulleys, and shocked 
at the state. of societv which will allow the red- 
handed murderers of a brave and innocent girl 
to go unpuoniseed.

Air-Supply to Dwellings—The Plenum vs.

To the Editor af The Tribune. 

CuicaGo, Sept. 16.—At no former period of 
the worla’s history has there been an equal de- 
gree of interest evinced in the subject of house- 
ventilation by intelligent people of this coun- 
try than there is at present. ‘The shocking un- 
sanitary condition of dwellings of both a pre- 
tentious and unpretentious character found of 
late in all parts of the country in which iutel- 
ligent ventilating engineers are called to in- 
spect them, bas awakened a lively and encour- 
aging ſuterest ia this much necded but long 
neglected branch of high civilization. 

Noone in this country bas equal facilities 
with the writer for knowing the extent of the 
interest being taken by citizens far and near in 
the subject of house-tempering and ventilation. 

Nearly every mail brings me letters of in- 
quiry from all parts of the country as to the 
practicability of ventilating dwellings, stabies, 
milk-bouses, cheese-curing rooms, bee-houses, 
etc., etc., by the use of sub-earth ventilation. 

Havlug devoted my time entirely to the venti- 
lation of buildings of great variety and under 
almost all conceivable conditions and circum- 
stances for many years, I bave been obliged to 
greatly modify the appliances to meet all the 
varied requirements, in providing for which the 
trite and truthful adage has been fully verified. 
viz.: ** Necessity is the parent of invention.“ 

My agentsin various parts of 
whe are also devoting their time and enerzies to 
modifving ventilation to the legion of conditions 
encountered, have had the same experience, and 
the combined experience so acquired has devel- 
oped marked and valuable facts in the ventilat- 
ing art hitherto unknown. I have recently had 
granted to me letters patem by the Com- 
missioner of Patents in me United 
States for new and valuable devices per- 
taining to ventilation, consisting in ten 
claims. ‘The most formidable  diificulty 
that we have hitherto encountered has been in 
the ventilation of buildings already erected, in 
which the construction is open and defective. 
Such defects being found to be the rule, and 
with scarcely an exception, I concentrated my 
evergies in the effort to devise a means by 
which to overcome this foratime apparently 
insurmountable barrier to perfect ventilation.

The draught system of supplying air to build- 
ings, I. e., by removing the airirom -ithin the 
building by means of a heated chimuey, and 
depending on the vacuum so created to draw 
in a supply of fresh air, and thus produce 
ventilation, was everywhere very unsatisiactory. 
By this system every cranny in the wails 
bing a piace of air supply, and when a 
high wind prevails from any direction the con- 
junctive action of the wind from without and 
the draugut exhaust of air from within make it 
im possible, in cold weather, to warmfhe rooms 
to a comfortable temperature on the windward 
side ot the house. And when the wind blows 
from the direction to directly enter the air-sup- 
piv opening, by which the house is to be sup- 
plied with air and ventilated, it is often found 
that the cold air is forced through the heating 
chambers with sucb rapidity that, under the in- 
fluence of a high wind, it enters the apartments at 
so low a temperature as to be unbearable. ‘lhe 
only remedy under such eircumstauces, in the 
ure ot the draught system, is to nearly close the 
alr-suoply, which means, of course, stopping 
the main source of air for ventilation; hence 
the air is overheated and heated over and 
over, and as breathed over and over, 
and the unsanitary condition of such a state of 
things is so intolerable that no comment is re- 
quired for the class of readers for whom this 
paper is contributed.

Under the iuflueuce of the draught air supply 
system, of course, a8 already stated, air is taken 
into the building at every Opening, and the 
volume of it is just in broportion to the aggre- 
gate area of all the openings, woich may be too 
much or too little to meet the requirements of 
the occupants; and, as aiso previous!y stated,the 
supply will unavoidably be many told greater 
when the air is cold and dense, and a high wind 
is forcing it in, than it will be wnen the external 
temperature is high and there is no wind; bence 
it is obvious that such a means of air-supply to 
a building is eminently defective and entirely 
unadapted to use in dwellings. 

Tais has long been conceded by all intelligent 
heating and ventilating engiueers of botu conti- 
nents; but no substitute that was free irom 
the very objectionable characteristics described 
was invented until sub-earth ventilation was 
conceived, and the plenum system was adopted, 
by which I find that I can supply any volume of 
air required of that which has been subjected to 
the marvelous tempering and purilyimg influ- 
ences of the sub-earth duct. 

Five years’ experience with the use of S. E. 
N. and the plenum air-supply has demonstrated 
the fact that these appliances fully supply te 
long and earnestiy-sought desideratum. The 
mass of Tuk TRIBUNE readers understand what 
constitutes sub-earth ventilation, but there are 
mauy Who do not understand what is meant by 
the plenum system of air-su,wiy; hence I shail 
define it, and shal! describe the motors in com- 
mon use by which to till a bailding with air, and 
to keep it full continually, giving it plenty, 
which is What is understood by the piepum sys- 
tem. * 
have been using an injecting cowl on the in- 
gress end of sub-earch air-ducts, by waich wind 
trom apy direction will act as a motor and force 
a current of air through the duet into the 
building and out again. This, in conjunction 
with an exhaust cow! with which I surmount 
the exhaust shaft, or heated flue of a ‘chimney, 
operates admirably for both supplymg and ex- 
haust:ng air so long as there is Wind; but in a 
calm, of course, these Wind appliances are in- 
efficient. When this occurs have supple— 
mented, for the brief period that it is semi- 
occasionally required, the draught system, by 
applying a little extra heat in the exhaust shaft, 
either byadditional beat in the cooking ap- 
paratus, or frequently by a little fire in a 
small stove iu the base of the exhaust flue. 

It will be obvious, However, that the supple- 
mentary use of the draught arraugemeat, the 
defectiyeness of which I have so delinitly vor- 
trayed, detracts from the merit of the 
plenum system, which alone is simply 
perfection. I have finally succeeded in 
inventing an arrangement by which 1 
am able to maintain a perpetual and ample 
plenum air-supply, from asubterranean duct, 
by au arrangement that is inexpensive, thor- 
oughly reliable, and requires no labor, time, or 
fuel. The use of wind applied directly to the 
injection cowl on the ingress end of the sub- 
eurth air-suppiy duct baving proved ip practical 
use very satisfactory, een when there is but a 
geutle gale, I have decided to continue to avail 
of it. It costs nothing, requires no care or at- 
tention, and while there is anv current in the 
air, which is a very large portion of the time, it 
is all mat can be desired. A very efficient and 
inexpensive hydraulic motor was Latented last 
summer, which is now on exhibition at the 
American Iustitute iu New York, which I flud 
is in every respect adapted to be placed in the 
cellar of a sub-earth ventilated dwelling, where 
it an be supplemeutarily used with wind, 
when there is a lull. ‘These motors are so ar- 
ranged that they may be stopped or started by 
simoly turuing a cock, which may be operated 
from either story of the building. The motor 
will la fanora “force dlast air - pump,“ 
which will draw the air through the duct iu tue 
precise volume required, and force it through

When air is forced into the building by the 
direct action of the wind, or by the water-motor, 
no air can gain an entrance to it except from 
the ligitimate source of supvly, the carth duct;

the old supply system it was liable to be at too 


low or too high a temperature, and charged witn 


dust and insects. 

In the use of the appliances described, and 
others which { am using for ventilating the soil 
and waste-pipes and bencath the basement floor, 
which are now in use io this city, 1 assert that 
we now have a verfect gem of house ventilation.

A DIP INTO FIGURES. 


The National Revenue—What It Costs to 
Collect It-Value of the Paper Dollar 
Where Our Immigrants Come From—De- 
crease in Western Tonnage. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Sept. 14.—The popular 
theory is, that the bulk of our revenue, fur the 
maintenance of the Goverument and the pay- 
ment of the public debt, is collected through 
customs sources. An examination, however, of 
the amounts of revenue collected through cus- 
tous and internal reyeuue sources from 1863 to 

1878, accordiug to the returns in the office of the 

Register of the Treasury, shows that the excess 

of customs revenue over internal.reyenue is less 

than is oiten supposed. Indeed, during five 
years of the period pamed the collections from 
internal revenue considerably exceeded those 
from customs. These were the War-vyears and 
the year immediately succeeding the cessation of 
hostilities. Since 1877, however, the internal-rev- 
enue collections have been less than those from 
customs. ‘The exoenses of collecting these two 
classes of revenue, however, are very dispropor- 
tionate to the amounts collected. ‘he Kegister 
of the Treasury makes for che years named the 
followimy exhibit:

A Chinese Politician. 

The typical Chinese politician has no proto- 
type in this country, Where a man’s greatness is 
largeiy measured by his selfishness and his 
ability to knock down rivals in fi®hering his 
selfish aims. When the imbecile voluptuary, 
Hsieo Feag, Emperor of Caina, died in 1861, 
he was succeeded by on infaot son, ‘Tuugchih, 
ihe two wives of Hsien Feng. as regents, con- 
trolling the affairs of the Empire. In 1873 
Tungehin reached bis majority, married, re- 
tired his two mothers to a distant antiquated 
summer palace, and assumed the reins of gov- 
eroment himself. Iwo years later he dicd, 
chilaiess. According to custom and the 
Chinese patriarchal form of government, his 
wife should have adopted a Prince of the next 
generation Emperor and reigned as regent 
uutil his majority was reached. But the advice 
of the two retired old Women was asked as to 
whicn of the Princes of the next generation 
should de chosen. This afforded them consider- 
able scope for intrigue, which they imprSved by 
distributing the requisite amount of sugar“ 
amoug high-up Ollicials, and placing 
an iufant Prince of the same generation 
as Tungchih uo the throne, taus reinstat- 
ing themselves as receots. Before this state 
of affairs was made public the girl Empress, 
wife of Tungchity, who might prove troublesome 
tothe old ladies by givipg birth to a son, 
„ mysteriously died,” mach after the time- 
honored custom of the Ottoman dynasty in Con- 
stautinople. This left the road clear, and eince 
then two old women have reigned over Caina’s 
300,000,000 people. This is « state secret, 
suca as an American politician would have made 
use of in one way or another to nis persovai ad- 
vantage. Not so, however, with Wa-ko-tu, of 
the Board of Civil Ollice, an official of the mgb- 
est rank. He bad brooded over his cuiity 
knowledge of this crime agaiust the legitimate 


succession of the throne, and the t v which 
accompanied it, untii he could stand it no 
longer; so in May last he took a dose of opium 
and hung himself, leaving a “ beaih-bed let- 
ter“ making public the true history of the case, 
and stating thathe had committed suicide, as 
he believed that was the only arethod by which 
to secure the attention of the Government to 
what he believed’ to be a State error so grave 
as to endanger the integrity of the Flowery 
Kingdom. Such devotion to public duty will 
never be displayed by an American politician. 


IRELAND. 


The Anti-Rent Agitation Assuming Threat- 
ening Proportions—Parnell Sides with the 
Tevants—A Military Reign of Terror Es- 
tabiished in Connaught. 

Correspondence New York Herald. 

Duntix, Sept. 1.—The land agitation is the 
absorbing question in Ireland just now, and 
Home-Rule seems for the moment to be tempo- 
rarily laid aside. It is not, bowever, wholly 
forgotten in the new agitation which has sprung 
so suddenly and with such fierce energy into 
existence. The change in the aspect of the 
political situation is more apparent than real, 
for every one acquainted with the real views of 
the Irish people knows that underlying all forms 
of agitation was this question of the restora- 
tion of the ownership of the land to 
the people who have never really acquiesced 
in the “settlement” imposed on them 
by force of arms by the English Government. 
Under the old clan system the land belonged to 
the people, and the chiefs had no right to ap- 
propriate or alienate any part of it, and to this 
ancient right of ownership the peasants ciung 
with that desperate tenacity which has distin- 
guished the Western Celte in their struggle 
against foreign customs, foreign laws, and for- 
eign rule. Beaten on the field of battle, the in- 
dividual Celt refused to accept the result, and 
singlehanded defended what he never ceased to 
consider his property against English adventurer 
or Irish traitor who sought to reduce bim to the 
level of a feudal serf. In this fact, so generally 
overlooked by foreign writers, is found the ex- 

ylanation of that soctal war which has deluged 
reland with blood since the struggle against 
William of Orange, when the final iand conquest 
was effected which handed the people over to 
the power of a set of adventurers, for the most 
part alieus in blood, language, and religion,“ 
from whom a majority of the Irish landlords of 
to-day are directly descended. 

The sweeping confiscations which followed the 
triumph of William of Orange were not, how- 
ever, carried out so completely as the English 
Governmem desired. The new landlords dared 
not take possession of tne lands granted by the 
King, ior the lrish rapparees had an unpleasant 
method of dealing With the intruders. In time 
a compromise was effected, which gave thie for- 
eign adventurers the riabt to a reni-charge on 
the estates, and as time rolled on, by the opera- 
tion of English law they gradually came to ex- 
ercise a practically irresponsible power over the 
aucient owners, who had sunk to the position 
of tenants at will. in the eyes of the law the 
peasants had no rights, and evil-disposed land- 
lords were only restrained from a tyrannical ex- 
ercise of the privileges given them by English 
law by the fear of assasination. This conflict of 
interests brought about that social war which 
has not yet ceased. From time to time the civ- 
ilizea world is shocked by the news that a land- 
lord has been shot to death, and, while the out- 
side world is filled with indignation at what seems 
a savage crime, the Irish peasant devoutly 
raises his hat and piously ejaculates, ‘‘ Glory be 
to God! He knows the landlord as an oppres- 
sor, and hears of his death with much the same 
kind of satisfaction tbat the inhabitants of an 
Italian district learn that a noted brigand has 
been shot down. This, of course, does not 
apply to ail landlords, but it is mostly trae of 
the landlords who are shot,—the * felonious 
landlords,“ as Giadstone very aptly called them, 
Anu agitation with the avowed intention of 
abolishing this hated class was sure to enlist in 
its support the strongest sentiments of the Irish 
masses, but hitherto no man of commanding 
influence has been found bold enough 
to face the social outlawry sure to be vie- 
ited on the leader in a revolt against the 
vested interests of landlordism. Until Mr. 
Michael Davitt, returning from bis American 
trip and with his head filled with New-World 
ideas of land owuership, called on the people of 
Mayo to reiuse payment of rack rents, and pro- 
claimed the right of the people to the soil, no 
public man bad had the courage to grapple 
with this question. The Home Rulers gave 
it a wide berth, and many of them, like 
the millionaire Mitchell Henry, did their best to 
suopress a movement which they foresaw must 
bring into the political field popular forces that 
had lain dormant since the tithe war, and that 
they were by no means desirous of calling into 
active life. Though some of the obstructionists 
were known to entertain somewhat radical views 
on the subject of land-tenure, they did not think 
it wise to ventilate their opinion too openly, and 
it required tne popular agiiation which has been 
going on for some time in the Connaught coun- 
ties, and which bas finally spread to the con- 
servative North, toinduce them finally to throw 
in their fortunes with their humbler country- 
men. 

‘There seemed some danger that the anti-rent 
movement would die out, owing to the refusal 
of the well-known public leaders to commit 
themselves toa vrogram which is sure to be de- 
nounced as Communistic, but this danger is now 
removed. That stormy petrel of contemporary 
Irish politics, Mr. Charles Stuart Parnell, 
has at last yielded to the 
of. some of the most earnest 


and influen- 
a call for a convention of representatives from 
ali Ireland to meet in Dublin to discuss the iu- 
terests of the tenants and organize a national 
land league. This agreement has not yet been 
made public, but Jam informed on the best au- 
thority that the arrangements for the assem- 
bling of the convention are even now in prog- 
reas. The immediate result of this coalition 
will be to place tenfuld power in the hands of 
the obstructionist minority. It will practically 
deprive the conservative members of the Home- 
Rule party of the little popular influeace they 
now possess unless they change their tactics and 
promise amore vigorous support to the ex- 
treme party in the House of Commons. The 
pill will be a bitter one, but many of these gen- 
tiemen will swallow it rather than endanger 
their seats. The prospect before the House of 
Commons is nota pleasant one, and, unless 
some satisiactory measure is passed next ses- 
sion Which will protect the Trish tenant farmer 
from capricious eviction, the scenes which dur- 
ing the last session rather dimmed the lustre of 
that most ancient and respectabie assembly are 
likely to be repeated, only Mr. Parnell will have 
a larger fONowing from fear if not from love. 

It is impossible not to be struck with the in- 
tense ecarnestocss of the land agitation as com- 
pared to the support given to the Home Rule 
movement. ‘ihe local papers are full of it, and 
are sharply divided by their Liberal and Tory 
prochvities, It is the chief and absorbing topic 
of conversation with all classes. Only a faint 
idea of the way it is affecting the public mind 
can. be gathered from the public press, as many 
of the most suggestive facts connected with the 
agitation are suppressed from motives of pru- 
dence. Although up to the present no active 
violence bas beea committed, in many instances 
the poasants have gone to the very verge of the 
law in impressing on the landlords and their 
agents the vecessity and desirableness of a re- 
duction of the rents in view of the unfavorable 
crops and the market. On nearly all the large 
estates the tenants assembled in a body and 
marched to the landlord’s or agent’s house, hav- 
ing selected one of their number to act as 
spokesman. In every case they complaiued that 
the rents were too high, and demanded u reduc- 
tion of from 25 to 30 per cent, at the same time 
informing the landlords that if they would not 
accept the amount offered they would get nove 
at all. Inreply to threats of eviction the tea- 
ants in several cases defiantly answered that 
they did not mean to be evicted, and that they 
would hold their farms bv force. 

These threats, combined with the intimida- 
tion practiced by small groups of armed men, 
wo recalled unpleasantly memories of the 
Whiteboy days, bad in most cases a salutary in- 
fluence * land-owners, aud the teuauts' 
terms were accepted. In afew estates situated 
in Mayo, and belonging to absentecs, who feel 
themselves out of danger, the old reacts were iu- 
sisted on, but the tevants have persistently re- 
fused to pay. Notices to quit have been threat- 
ened, but few Bailiffs are found willing to run 
the risk of serving them. Evidences t a den- 
ant temper among the larming classes are eu- 
countered in every direction, and there can be 
little doubt that, should the land-owners in the 
coming winter attempt to enforce claims whicb 
the peasants cousider unjust, mere will be au 
outburst ot the social war which will recall the 
days wien the Ribbon lodges scattered death 
through the landlords of Vipperary. 

The Government is by no means tgnorant of 
the agitated state of ine public mind, and is 
taking extraordinary measures of military pre- 
caution, For some time past a genuine military 
reigu of terror has been established in the 1 rov- 
ince of Connaugut. Soldiers and polica 
are constantly moving from one place to an- 
other as a warning to the people that the Gov- 
ernment is prepared to adoot vigorous measures 
of repression. Stratege points have been oceu- 
pied by the troops, and im the more discuroed 
districts iron huts are in process of erection ior 
the military police. Since toe reveilion of 1733 
there has neter been such a strong military oc- 

tion of Connaugat. 
wat the great meeting held at Castlebar one of

tial of the local leaders, and has agreed to issue | 


authority on questions connected with the land, | 
sad: We have the extraordinary spectacle of 
a people living in profound peace and a Govern- 
ment panting for war. Of people assembling in 
their thousands, at we are assembled here to- 
day,to ask that they be left in the peaceful 
possession of their homes. To ask for that se- 
curity and repose without which no neople can 
be contented or prosperous, and a Government 
whose voice ts still for war, with a bayonet at 
every man’s throat, a spy at every keyhole, and 
au informer, when ther can get him, at every 
man's elbow. We may well ask ourselves, What 
is the cause of all this? The odlv answer | can 
ive is that the present movement is essentially 
a people’s movement, and, being a people's 
movement, it is hated and feared by the enemies 
of the people all alorg the line.” : 

Another speaker at the same meeting—Mr. 
Daly, the proprietor] of the Vonnancht Te egravh 
—spoke, and still more boldly, He said: It 
would be better for the landlords and police not 
to drive the ‘half-starved people to desperation. 
We teil them that no amount of coercion or 
rent-office tyranny will make the people sub- 
mit to be driven out of their homes, as was 
done in 1847. In 1847 and 1849 there was a 
wholesale clearance, but in 1879 the people will 
not standit. My friends, my advice is—pay the 
landiords the surplus you can make out of the 
lund after feeding and clotbing yourselves and 
families, and pay them no more. If vou allow 
yourselves to be evicted, you must choose the 
wor house, the emigrant ship, or the grave. 
So you will find it a more laudable death to die 
fighting for your God-given rigats—your home- 
steads—thau to die within the white Govern- 
ment sepulchres, there to fill pauper graves.” 

The effect of teaching like this needs no com- 
ment.

Abraham Lincoln’s Ancestry—Tracing His 

Descent from an Engiish Family. 
Pitladelphia Press. 

Not far from the boundary line between Berks 
and Laucaster Counties lies the aucestral home 
of the Lincoln family. Situated iu the midst of 
the old Welsh colony of Caernarvon, and ioter- 
married with some of its families, they were 
looked upon as belonging to the original Welsh 
coionists. A letter from Daniel Lincoln, Birds- 
boro, Berks County, appears in the Lancaster 
Jute ligencer, giviug some account of the Lincoln 
fainily. From it we learn that Mordecai Lin- 
coln, great-great-grandfather of President Abra- 


ham Lincoln, came from England and settled in 


Massachusetts. About the vear 1735, having 
lost bis wife, he moved to Exeter Township, 
Berks County, taking ap 1,000 acres of land. 
He brought with bim one son, the great-grand- 
father of the President. Mordecai married 
avain in Berks and had several sons. The cail- 
drev by his second wife are the founders of the 
Lincolus of Pennsylvania and those oy his first 
of the Lincolos of Massachusetts. One of 
Mordecai’s soos, Abraham by name, married 
Auna Boone, a first cousin of Daniel Boone, the 
Kentucky hunter, who was born in Berks, and 
not in Bucks County, as stated in history. John 
Lincoln, the Presideut’s creat-grandfather, - 
moved to Virginia about 1720. He bad a son, 
Abraham, eraudiather to the President, who 
removed to Kentucky about 1780, and was 
killed by Indians when his son Thomas, father 
of President Lincoln, was but a boy. Current 
history states that nothing is known of the 
mother of the martyr President, except that 
her name was Hanks, and that she was from 
Virzium; while this letter asserts that the 
Hanks family were originally from Berks Coun- 
ty, aud near neighbors of Mordecai Lincoln. 
flanks, with three sons of Mordecai Lincoln, 
moved to Fayette County, Peunsylvania, and 
thence Hanks moved to Virginia.

FINANCIAL. 


Governments were firm, and in Chicago more 
active. The 4s opened in New York at 102 bid 
and 102% asked, and closed at the same figure. 
In Chicago business was done at 101% bid and 
102% asked. The 68 were 104% bid and 105 
asked, the 5s 102% and 102%, and the 4½6 104% 
avd 105. Dealers report a better demand and 
larger sales. 

Foreign exchange was higher. The posted 
rates for sterling were 48244 and 4843¢. Actual 
transactions in Chicago were at 4815{ and 483%, 
and in New York at 4810481, and 483. 
Sterling grain bills were 47945 and 481}. 
French grain bills were 5283i and 526%. 
bills were 524% and 


945. The firmer tone of the eXchange market 
is due toa scarcity of commercial bills, that may 
be temporarily followed by a marked diminu- 
tion in the English shipments of goldto this 
country. Any such break could not be more 


‘than temporary, and would be of importance 


Only to Stock-Exchange speculators. The export 
trade is certain to reach enormous dimensions 
this year. On Saturday last, no fewer than 
seven steamsbips sailed for Europe from New 
York, all heavily loaded with domestic 
produce. The foreign trade returns for 
August are very favorable. The importe- 
tions show a gain on account of the 
receipts of gold, while the exports are within 
$889,238 of the enormous exportations of Au- 
gust 1878. and are larger than those of 1877. 
The total shipments from New Yurk, exclusive 
of specie, for the eight months ending with Au- 
gust, are about thirteen millions less than the 
heavy shipments for the first eight montns of 
last year, but show a gain of thirty-nive mill- 
fons over the same period of 1877, forty-five 
millions over 1876, and sixty-two millions over 
1875. 

Receipts of gold were $642,000 at New York. 
This.makes over one million received the first 
two days of this week. The imports last week 


- were $8,800,000, of which $6,600,000 was depos- 
ted in the Assay Office for recoinage.

were $6,000,000 received in August; the re- 
ceipts this month have been more than $13,000,- 
000, and about $8,000,000 more are on the way.

Apparently the British grain dealers 
are not eo much excited as the people bere by 
rumors of war impending between England and 
Russia. Some of. them were yesterday resell- 
ing consignments, and accepting therefor prices 
which prevented orders from this side at cur- 
rent quotations. For this reason spot No. 2 
spring was relatively slow here, while other 
grades continued to be picked up freely. A 
good many operators here thought that wheat 
bad advanced fully as high as was warranted by 
the news to date, and will not go higher without 
an additional stimulus. Hence the calls for 
margins were more freely responded to than if 
the shorts bad feared a further bulge.

Vessel-Owners Determined to 
Lockout the Sailors. 


The Latter Resolve to Stick by 
Their Previous Action. 


Lake Freights, Navigation Notes, 
Etc. 


VESSEL-OWNERS VS. SAILORS. 

The demand of the Seamen's Union for $2.50 
per day out of this port caused a great deal of talk 
yesterday among the ves*el-ownerse; and it was 
generally considered by them as too high a figure 
at the present time. An attempt was made by 
some owners about the Lumber Market to get up a 
meeting and take action to resist the demand, buat 
others were opposed to any formal action, and 
there was a tacit understanding among a number 
of owners that they would not pay 72. 0 


a day to seamen for the present at 
least. Thg fact was that there were 
few vésseis ready to leave, and those that 


were had engaged crews before the advance was 
demanded, while a few men were secured at $2 a 
day. Quite a erowd of sailors was around the 
Lumber Market in the forenoon, and they were ask- 
ing $2.50 a day. No disturbances were reported 
because of the hiring of some non-Uuion, or so- 
called ‘‘scabs,"’ on two or three vessels, notably 
the schr H. C. Ricaards, whose Captain secured 
two men at $2 a dav, and discharged his old sen- 
men because they demanded $2.50. 

The schrs Resumption, Niagara, Emerald, and 
several others were reported by the Union seamen 
as having shipped crews at $2.50aday. A ship- 
ping-master aleo reported that he could not get 
seanien at jess than $2. 50 a day. 

Several masters of vessels were reported as hav- 
ing said that they would wot engage any seamen at 


present, their crafts not being ready to toad. and 


some of the jumver vessel-owners thought that by 
laying their vessel up a day or so freights might 
improve and tue sailore would succumb. Owners 
aud masters generally thought the demaud too 
high at this time, and a few oelieved $2.25 a day 
would have been reasonable, and no resistance to 
it would have been made. 

The Seamen's Union held a special meeting last 
evening in its headquarters in Meridian Hail, cor- 
ner of Randolph and Jefferson streets, and 143 
members were present. Richard Powers, the Yresi- 
dent, occupied the chair. A discussion ensued 
over the situation, and a vote resulted in the ds 
taining of tue previous action demanding 82. 50 a 
day. wenty-six members voted in the negative, 
and when the number was announced the vote was 


made unanimous. Telegrams were rent to all 
the leading lake ports, to the officers of 
tne Union, repurting the action taken, and 


it was stated that the Buffalo and Milwaukee 
Branches would advance tne rate to $2.5) per day 
as soon as they learned of the action of the Chi- 
cago Branch. 

A lockout seems absolutely certain to take place, 
and how long it will last and which side will come 
out ahead is a matter that time will determine.

Death in an Alpine Huuat—Heartless Torists 
Leaving a Guide to Die on the Matter- 
horn, 
“An English Alpine Clubman” sends the 
followmg communication to the London Jimes: 
Sin—Simuitaneously with the news of the 
death of Dr. Mosely on the Matterhorn comes a 
story of an equally painful occurrence on the 
opposit or south side of the mountain. 
it appears that two members of the Swiss 
Alpine Club, with two guides and a porter, left 
Breuil on Tuesday week to sleep at the hut 
erected by the Italian Club higu up on the Mat- 
terhorn to laciiitate the ascent from the south 
side, with the intention of crossing the mountain 
next day and descending to Zermatt. On the 
way up ove of the guides began to complain of 


beng unwell, and from time to time 
spat btood, but he, nevertheless, 
continued with the party till they 


reached the hut. During the night, however, 
he grew rapidiy worse until, when the time for 
a start oad arrived, the symptons became alarm- 
ing, and it was quite evident he was not able 
to move. It is possible the members of the 
Swiss Alpine Ciub did not fully realize the serious 
nature of his illness,—at least it is to be hoped 
they did not; but they bad made up their minds 
not to be baiked of their expedition, and, 
ordermg the ober two men to get ready, 
placed a small supply of food beside the suf- 
terer and perpared to leave. Then, if one of 
the witnesses is to be believed, a most painful 
scene occurred. The (as it aiterward proved) 
dying man rose in bis couch, and with tears 
streaming.dowa his cheeks implored one of 
them at least to stay by bim. and not leave him 
to die alone, for he felt bis last hour was rapidiy 
approaching. But a deaf ear was turned to his 
entreaties. One by one the party tiled out of 
the hut, the door was shut, and the last was 
seen of the poor fellow in this life. The party 
crossed the Matterhorn successfully, but did not 
reach Zermatt till late in the evening. It was, 
therefore, only next day that it was possible to 
send relief, and (ben two guides were dispatched 
to the but. They opened the door, and at once 
saw their aid had come too late. Stretched 
across the floor, his hinds clenched as if in a 
wid effort to reach the door and admit the air 
of heaven, there lay, stone dead, their former 
comrade. They returned to Zermatt, and a 
party of guides and porters subsequently as- 
cended and brought down the body. ‘The dead 


man has left a widow and family uuprovided for.

Cooking by Stram. 

A stove has beeninvented bya New York 
man to be used in connection with the Holly 
steam-heating apparatus as introduced in Lock- 
port, N. XI., Sprimatieid, Mass., and other places. 
An exhipvition trial of the new stove, held in 
Lockport recently, is said to have been a great 
success. Different kinds of meat, vegetables, 
ges, bread, and pastry were roasted, boiied, 
baked, fried, and broiled with astonishing ra- 
pidity. The Journai says: 

“the roast beef was finely carbonized or 
browned, and was remarkable for its juiciness 
and the delicious flavor it retained. The chicken 
was nicely browoed, very tender, and of fine 
flavor. lhe white potatoes were both mealv and 
well baked. The bam, which was broiled ip the 
short space of three minutes, instead of being 
hard when cold, remained soft and juicy. The 
mutton-chops and Deelsteak were especially 
commented on for their tenderness and fine 
flavor. A loaf of bread was baked in ‘be oven 
ju the short space of forte minates, and when 
taken out it had a good bon crast; but, what 
was more remarkable, the bread was returned 
to the oven and allowed to remain there one and

The Whims of a Willful 
Baritone. 


M. Lasealle and His Manager--Fifty 
Thousand Francs jor a Fit 
of Passion. 


Capoul’s Trip to America---Sale of the 
Grand Hotel---Alexander Dumas. 
Pere— The Theatres. 


Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Panis, Aug. 23.—It does not take a great deal 
to put the Boulevard inaturmoil. Incidents 
that in dull, sober London would at most call 
forth a passing mention, and mdeed would hard- 
ty be mentioned at all, in Paris assume the pro- 
portions of great events, and are recorded with 
the utmost minuteness in all the leading papers. 
Just now the incident that is absorbing nearly 
all the attention of the frothy boulevardiers is 

THE AFfAIRE LASSALLB, 

as it has already come to be known. Lassalle is 
the principal baritone at the Grand Opera. 
‘When Faure quarreled and broke with M. Hal- 
anzier, some years ago, Lassalle stepped into 
his shoes. In Paris, as you doubtiess are aware, 
the salaries paid to operatic stars are very much 
lower than in most large Capitals. Managers 
pay their chief artists a good deal iu monuaie 
de singe,”—“‘ monkey money,’’—but not much 
m bard cash. However, the native artist 
(be it spoken to his honor) is generally quite 
ready to take less if he can stay in his beloved 
Paris; and the system works fai: ly. A fixed 
salary, with engagements extending over a 
whole year, bas its advantages to the artist. 

On the other hand, the manager profits by the 
 efliciency, which all singers and actors, even 
mediocre ones, gradually attain from the long 
babit of playing together. What is it that 
makes the Comedie Francaise so superior to all 
rivais? Its wonderful ail-round efficiency. 

When a Paris star shoots over to London or 
to St. Petersburg for ah operatic season, he is 
quite surprised by the eoormous sums paid him. 
Hie gets uppish. gives himself airs, aud grows 
discontented with his salary in Paris. Faure 
could not endure anything under 1.500 francs a 
night, when be had been earning 3,000 or 4,000 
francs at Covent Garden; and Lassalle 
has always gove in for imitating Faure in all 
things. His success at Mr. Gye’s house this 
summer has 

INFLATED HIM WITH PRIDE, 

though he is a very pleasant fellow generally. 
"She Covent-Garden ovations upset his balance, 
and, on renewing with M. Vaucorbeil the en- 
gagement which he had formerly contracted 
with M. Halaozier, he began to take liberties. 
‘The other day a rehearsal of Auber’s * Muette 
de Portici” was down on the program at the 
Opera. All the artists assembled punctually at 
the time appointed, except Lassalle, who had to 
sings leading role. The musicians, the con- 
ductor, the chorus, the manager, and the 
prompter waited patientiy for full ten 
minutes—no Lassalle. A quarter of an hour— 
no Lassalle. Twenty minutes—twenty-five— 
still no Lassalle! At last they got disgusted, 
aud left. A minute after, the absent star“ 
arrived. When be heard that there would be 
_ Do rebearsal, and that his comrades had all 
gone, be cooily remarked that they were quite 
rut to go; it was very fine on the boulevards. 

This came to the ears of M. Vaucorbeil, who 
very properly sent the gay Lassalle a letter to 
inform that 


HE WOULD BE FINED 


for not attending rehearsalin time. The man- 
azer, of course, was acting strictly within his 
riguts in inflicting the fine; but Lassalle did put 
see the matter in the proper light. He thought 
he was too great a mau to be fined, and returned 
M. Vaucorbeil bis letter, torn in half, and 
udorned with vigorous but offensive commen- 
taries. Alter this outrageous piece of folly he 
seut in an offer of resignation, inquiring on what 
terms M. Vaucorbeil would cancel his engage- 
ment. Probably be did not dream he would 
8 n “au pied de la lettre; 
but be reckoned without his host in this case. 
M. Vaucorbell is an amiable and considerate 
men, but he is pot a man to be trifled with, even 
by bis first baricone. He took the wratbful 
singer at bis word, aud informed him that

whenever he pleased. if be paid him a forfeit of 
50,000 irancs. The terms of bis arraugement 
would have allowed bim to exact over tour times 
as much, but be very thougitlully reduced bis 
demand, lest Lassalle shouid say that he was 
forced into stopping trom inability to pay 209,- 
QW francs. Our baritone did not like the turu 
affairs were takmg now, and would have been 
glad enough to patch the quarrel up. It is dis- 
agreeable to have to forfeit even 50,000 francs to 
patisly a paseing fit of passion,—especially when 
with the money you forfeit the foremost posi- 
tion on one ot ibe: greatest lyric stages of the 
world, and see yourself supplanted by a rival.

It is no secret that M. Lassalle’s place could 
be filled at a week’s notice, if it were necessary. 
Maurel,Campobello, or Merly would be quite pre- 
pared to succeed bim, as he himself succeeded 
Faure. We feel quite sure that this fact will 
have its due weight iu deciding the flual issue of 
the quarrel.

A Return to the Veritable Tea-Parties of a 
Century Ago—“ Rich Cakes Hot and But- 
tery,“ and Gossip by the Seaside Belles 
A Reeent Inglorious Chase After a Dis- 
consolate and Frightened Fox«-The 
Channing Memorial Church Finds a 
Stanch French Friend. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Newport, Sept. 11.—In the waiting interval 
before the steeple chase there is a fresh im- 
petus given to the round of entertainments. 
Those in order now are balls, hops, and private 
theatricals, with a quite new innovation, prettier 
and more enjoyable than all the rest. These 
are old-fashioned tea-parties,—veritable tea- 
drinkings modeled as perfectly on the old cen- 
tury-ago style as the traditions that have come 
down to us can be carried out. Ot course, old 
family china is indispensable for the first thing. 
Quaint tables with twisted legs, though not in- 
dispensable, are very desirable. At one of 
these tables, fancy the bostess sitting in state 
behind her service of ye olden time,” com- 
prising queer old tea-pots, water-pot, sugar-bow! 
big and clumsy, creamer, and a variefy of other 
delightful antiquated tea-furniture. But Ahe 
furniture of the table is not the whole of the 
antique repetition, The funniest and the best 
part is in the bill of fare. There are no modern 
delicate bread slices, no salads, and ange! 
cake macaroons, and the rest of the pretty 
sweet stuff that suits the nineteenth-century 
palate; but, instead, such delicious unwhole- 
some hot cakes, or biscuit, which must have 
been made from the recipe of the “‘rich cakes 
hot and buttery” which are described in that 
fascinating novel, The Heritage of Longdale.”’ 
As an accompaniment of these biscuit, of course 
there are the prese rves of our great-great- 
grandmothers, and blocks of good solid cake, 
pound for pound. well filled with raisins and 
currants, and frosted with a generous thickness 
of icing that modern dainties never show. 
Jumbles and funny littie : 

‘HEARTS AND ROUNDS” 

fill up an old bigh basket which has a look like 

a modern ice-cooler on three silver legs. Little 

trays, waiters, and salvers of china, silver, and 

lacquer are in requisition to hand about these 
toothsome edibles; and this service is per- 
formed in the main by the gentlemen in attend- 
ance,—the guests who are iortupate enough to 
be invited to these by no means general and 
unexclusive parties. Gentlemen were never 
very much in love with learning the art of bal- 
ancing a tea-cup in one hand while they em- 
ployed the other in endeavoring to satisfy the 
inner man with something more solid; and it is 
doubtful if these tea-parties would be the suc- 
cess that they are it the hostess hadu't the wit 
to scatter about various little tables whereon 
and whereat the male biped could find comfort. 

Of course, the question arises about the proba- 

bility of these parties interfering with the mud- 

ern late dinner. ‘The fact is, that so many peo- 

ple have followed the babit of dining at 5 and 6 

to 7 o’ciock, that most delightful time in New- 

port, that many dine at 8 o’clock, so as to leave 
the rest of the afternoon open for out-of-door 
pleasures. By this I mean the family dinner, and 
not the great occasions.“ A 7 and 8 o’clock 
tea-party then, especially after a drive, is not at 
all amiss, and, with such a “keener” for 
the appetite as facing the Atlantic

with relish, but with a digestion

He Says He Is Not and Will Not Be a Can- 
didate for the United States Senate, 
Brookhaven ( Miss.) Ledger. 

The following letter was written by the Hon. 
Jefferson Davis in reply to one addressed him 
by the editor of the Ledger, asking if he would 
consent to allow his name to go before the next 
Legislature for the office of United States Sen- 
ator,—stating that we believed it was, the wish of 
a majority of the people of this State to return 
him to the position he beid at the breaking out 
of the war between the States: 

Brauvom Post-Orrice, Miss., Aug. 29, 1879. 
KH. H. Henry, Esq., Later Brookhaven Ledger 
—MyY Deak Sia: To your inquiry | might suc- 
cinctiy reply that I am not a candidate for the 
office of United States Senator of Mississippi, 
aud do not desire to be elected to that position. 
Your uniform friendship and early advocacy of 
me for that bign station entitle you to a full 
statement of the reasons which control me in 
this matter. 

Assuming what, m view of recent events, is 
by no means probable, that the requisite ma- 
jority of Congress would remove mv political 
disabilities and thus spare our State we affront 
of denying to her the right tocboose her own 
Representative, I proceed to consider the case 
bypothetically presented. 

Holding that the personal wishes or private 
advantages of an individual should not enter 
into his selection for a public trust, I do not the 
less gratefully appreciate ‘the generous prefer- 
ence forme which you give assurance is en- 
tertained by a majority of the people of 
Mississippi. The best returolcan make for 
such kindness is to insist mat the ovly con- 
sideration shall be. as to what will best pro- 
mote the welfare and prosperity of the State. 

The vital issue before tiie country is the con- 
test between State-rights and consolidation. Or, 
in other words, between the Constitution, as ii 
was adopted and interpreted by the fathers, or 
the unrestricted wiil of the majority. The first 
is hiberty; the last depotism. The supremacy 
of law is indispensable to the preservation of 
popular freedom, and whether the ruler, who is 
a jaw unto himself, be one man, or a multitude, 
the result is alike a depotism. 

The checks and balances, the distribution of 
powers, and the cautious reservation in the 
tenth article of the amecaments, which were as 
conditions annexed to the compact between the 
States, all distinctly show the purpose to or- 
ganize a General Goverument which should be 
responsible to the States and their people. 
Surely the blood of the Revoiution had not been 
shed merely to effect a change of masters. It 
was for seli-governinent that the States declared 
their independence, und fought until they were 
severally ackuowiedged to be free and inde- 
pendent Nations, 

Thoroughly convinced that the restoration of 
the ideas and practices of the founders and 
early administrators of the General Govern- 
ment is the one thing essential to secure the 
liberty, safety, and happiuess of the people of 
the States and their posterity, the point for de- 
liberation before auswering your question was, 
whether I could, as au United States Senator, be 
useful in attaining that end. Ihe other political 
questions which agitate the country are, in my 
estimation, so subordinate that 1 think, aiter 
the contemplated restoration, they could all be 
easily and bappily adjusted. 

Taking, as far as one may in a matter affect. 
ing himseif, the attitude of a disiuterested party 
in this discussion, | will remark, what is equally 
known to you, that in the Northern mind there 
is au unreasoumg opposition to the doctrive of 
State-riguts; and that my assertion of it, with 
whatever conclusions were necessarily deducible 
thereirom, has made me the special object of 
sectional hostility. It has, therefore, followed 
that vtners could say, without creating excite- 
ment, that the hke of whichif uttered by me 
would be swollen and distorted for uses in par- 
tisan agitation. The future of the country 
needs that there should be calm reflection, and 
by the light of history the relation of the States 
to the Union be justly and permanently deter- 
mined, Sooner or later the principles to which 
reierence has been made, i trust, by the force 
of their inberent truth, vindicate themselves to 
the common sense of ou: countrymen of every 
section. Jo hasten the consummation, Missis- 
sippi bas many sous abler thau I. From among 
them let one be selected who has no political 
‘** disabilities’ to obstruct his admittance to the 
Senate, and against whom there are no bitter 
prejudices to impair his usefulness. 

Did I desire to return to political life, the 
considerations herein presented would out- 
weiga that desire. But the fact is the reverse. 
Personally, therefore, while I am grateful to 
you ior your advocacy, 1 do not wish to re-enter 
une United States Senate. To the public con- 
siderations given might be added private rea- 
sous, Which conjointly, under existing circum- 
stances, render me averse to public station. 
You are authorized to announce that my name 
will not be, with my consent, included among 
the candidates for the United States Senate to 
represent Mississippi in that body.

THE FISHERIES. 


Latest Can uck Outrage upon American 
Fishermen. 
Correapondence Boston Herald, 

St. Jouns, N. F., Aug. 28, 1879.—As I men- 
tioned at the close of my last letter, the Goy- 
erument does not hold the views expressed by 
the newspaper blusterers, as, indeed, it has no 
sympathy with such opinions. The Newfound- 
lander, a paper owbed by the Hon. E. Shea, 
Colonial Secretary, keys the Government po- 
sition and the Government desire in the matter 
as ioliows: 

he statement was current three or four 
days ago that mischief appeared to be brewing 
between some American fishermen and our own 
people in Trinity Bay. Smith's Sound was said 
to be about repeating for us the ‘ Fortune Bay 
outrage,’ with variations; our fishermen having 
prevented the Americans from seining bait, 
threatening that, if they attempted it, they 
would cut their seines to pieces, and accompany- 
ing the threat with a flourish of words meaning. 
violence prompt and decisive. Some of these 
statements were written, and in such a form on 
the American side that they wore a face of 
authenticity, and application was made to the 
Executive thereupon. II. M. 8. Zephyr was 
immediately dispatened, with Judge Prowse on 
board, to the scene of the supposed trouble, for 
the purpose of ascertaining the facts. She left 
at daylight on Tuesday morning and was here 
on Wednesday aiternoon. We are glad to be 
enabled to say the allegations are shown, on 
inquiry, to have cen aitogether unfounded. 
No obstruction was offered to the Americans, 
and, instead of threats aud violence, relations of 
a fmendly character appear to have been the 
rule between the fishermen on both sides. How 
the matter came to be so misrepresented, or 
what the point or aim of the get-up in which it 
was Gressed, we have not vet gleaned, and are 
left to vur unaided-conjecture for the present. 

Me may us well bere remark, with regard to 
the seibing business in question, that there is 
bait and bait, and the distinction is soimportant 
as to divide what is lawful from what is not 
lawtul. It the Americans were engaged in sein- 
ing herring at this season, whica is bo part of 
the close time, they were doing what they had a 
clear right to do, and no oue could legatly pre- 
vent them. II, however, their seming was for 
squid, then they were breaking our law, which 
forbids all persons, wheuier Newioundianders 
or foreiguers, to take squid bait by seines at 
this or any other season oi the year. Ihe rights 
conceded by treaty to Americans in common 
with Britisu fishermen we trust will be always 
fully and practicaily respected by our people. 
‘Lo aught beyoud this limit they may and ought 
to object, but never in the mauuer of taking the 
law into their own bands. ‘iheir appeal must 
be to the nearest authority for the maintenance 
of the law.“ 

These are words. Better testimony exists in 
action. Whiie Lbave been here au American 
fishing Captain cawe in and made deposition as 
follows: 

* TorBaY, N. F., Aug. 23, 1879.—i, Daniel 
MacFayden, of Gloucester, in the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts and United States of 
America, being duly sworn, do depose and say 
that lam Captain of the schoouer Howard Hol- 
broox, and that on the 16th day of August, 1879. 
I was at Smith’s Sound, iu Trinity Bay; that 1 
hada seine with which 1 attempted to seiue 
bait, but the natives of thut place opposed my 
setting the seine; one man named Cooper, 
speaking for the others, said that, it 1 attempt- 
ed to use my seine, they would cut it to pieces 
and break up ny dories; there Were thirty men 
prepared there to do this. Not being abie to 
catch my bait myself, by usmg my seine. I 
offered to pay the native flsnermen 75 cents 
per barrel for beremg, but they demanded $1. 

was finally obliged to purchase squid. at 22 
cents per hundred. i needed 30,00) squid, but, 
as I could not burcuhase them there, 1 left 
Triuity Bay for Torbay, where 1 arrived Aug. 
23. Ik 1 bad been allowed to set my seine, 1 
could have taken all the sauid I needed. Mr. 
Cooper said that no one should set a seine for 


aquid within three miles of these shores and live.

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He said be knew the law. Ido not know 
whether Cooper was an officer of the Govern- 
ment of Newfoundland or not. 

“ DAxtRL MacFaYDEN.” 

To back up his statement, which was attested 
before the United States Consul, the following 
were also submitted: 

‘*Torpay, N. F., Aug. 23, 1879.—I, Martin 
Ryan, of Torbay, N. F., being duly sworn, do 
depose and say that | was with Capt. MacFay- 
den, of the American scbooner Howard Hol- 
brook, at Smitnh's Sound, Trinity Bay, when be 
was prevented by the nativ hermen from 
using bis seine; we were all re too shoot the 
seine, and had it in the dory; Mr. Cooper and 
his people forbid our setting it; Cooper said if 
we shot the seine he and the other native fisher- 
men would cut it to pieces, that he knew the 
law, and we should not seine; there was no 
doubt that the seine would have been destroyed, 
as the people are determined not to allow the 
Americans to seine, as it would deprive them of 
the mooey they would receive for bait. 

have an ice-bouse at Torbay, and have 
been engaged in the business for five years. 1 
sell about 100 cons of ice each year to the Amer- 
ican fishing schooners at from $4 to $5 per ton. 
This is a great advantage to our people to have 
the American schooners come in for ice and bait, 
as they pay us in cash for what they purchase. 
Within the last two years a great many persons 
at different points along the coast, have fitted 
ice-houses to sell ice to the Ame s. The 
generai feeling of the operative fishermen along 
the coast of Newfoundland is opposed to the 
Americans taking their own bait, with seines or 
otherwise, but they desire them to come to the 
coast to purchase bait and ice. I know no 
American vessels fishing within three miles of 
the coast of this island. About two vears ago 
the schr Concord was interfered with while fish- 
ing at Torbay. MarTIN Ryan.” 

The editorial of the Newfound ander was fol- 
lowed in all the Dominion papers by this para- 
graph; Ihe rumor, indusctriousiv circulated 
at St. Johns, N. F., afew days ago, that a dis- 
turbance had occurred at Trinity Bay between 
the inhabitants of that section and American 
fishermen, is altogether uniounded.” And the 
American Consul, Mr. T. N. Molloy, wrote me 
this note: Since the inclosed statements 
were made, it is found they were not correct.“ 
Mr. Molioy, however, as soon as the statements 
were made to him, sent copies to his Excellen- 
ey, Sir John Glover, who returned courteous 
and prompt answer that the affair should be 
fully investigated at once, and the Zephyr was 
sent to the scene, as detailed in the article from 
the Newfound/ander.

For 
the present, we would not withdraw notes of 
the denomination of ten dollars, these we would 
leave in circulation, but assuredly we would sup- 
press all others of every description below the 
denomination of $10, and substitute gold and 
silver coins therefor. Until this is done we 
shall never have a “‘bard-money” currency, 


about which we have so much ignorant chatter 
in the daily press of the East. 

We must tell our Colorado contemporary, 
however, that before it can have gold $10, $5, 
and $2.50 pieces substituted in circulation for 
bank notes and greenbacks of the same denom- 
inations, they will bave to be coined. Before 
the fish can be coiled it must first be caught. 
In other words, the present gold coinage 
of this country would have to go into 
the melting-pot. Practically speaking, uoder* 
the present system, all the gold we 
either produce or import from abroad is not 
coined into pieces of money, ds in Europe, to 
enter into daily circulation among the people, 
but is converted, v tu , info stamped bu lion of 
he va'ue of twenty do lars,— hat is to say, fully 
90 per cent of all the gold that reaches our 
mints—whether produced in the United States 
or imported from any quarter—is at once put 
into a shape which effectually removes it from 
general monetary usc by our people, and fits 
it exclusively tor being conveniently packed 
away in the vaults of the banks at the money 
centres of the country or of our National Treas- 
ury Department. As we demonstrated some 
weeks ago, a gold coinage of $20 pieces, practi- 
calls, is not a curreuey, but substantially a di- 
version of gold from possible use by the people 
in their ordinary business dealings. And when 
such a copious coinage is coupled with the emis- 
sion of bank notes and greenbacks of the de- 
nomination of $land $2, and of $5 and $10, in 
lieu ot a gold and silver coinage, it may be 
seen with what justice the Jin ng Record has 
always asserted that the advocates of the single 
gold standard in the United States, at bottom, 
are the “soft’’ or paper money party of the 
country.
